NUERNBERG, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
Ten days before the Germans at- 
tacked Poland in 1939 Adolf Hitler 
told his generals he had given 
orders “to kill without mercy all 
men, women and children of the 
Polish race or language” and that 


German troops wearing Polish 
uniforms would be used in an at- 
tempt to conceal the Nazi aggres- 
gion, the American prosecution 
charged at the war crimes trial 
today. 

The prosecution introduced “10 
documents never before revealed.” 
This highlight of the fourth 
day's session followed other docu- 

entary evidence of the role Dr. 

jalmar Schacht, financier, and 
stav Krupp von Bohlen und 
albach and other German indus- 
trialists played in Hitler's rise to 
wer and his preparations for 
orld War II.

its jor case, that Hitler 
and his 20 chief aides on trial 
plotted aggressive warfare that 
cost the lives of millions, was a 
copy of a speech made by Hitler 
to his generals at Obersalzberg on 
Aug. 22, 1939. 

“The invasion and extermina- 
tion of Poland begins Saturday 
morning,” the Fuehrer was quot- 
ed. “I will have a few compa- 
nies in Polish uniform attack 
in Upper Silesia or in the pro- 
tectorate. Whether the world 
believes it or not does not mean 
a damn to me. The world be- 
lieves only in success.” 

In the course of this speech, at 
conclusion of which the German 
stenographic record showed Her- 
mann Goering jumped on a table 
and “danced like a savage,” Hit- 
ler also declared: 

“The occasion is favorable now 
as it never has been. I have only 
one fear and that is that Cham- 
berlain (Prime Minister of Eng- 
Jjand) or such another dirty swine 
comes to me with propositions to 
change my mind. He will be 
thrown downstairs even if I must 

rsonally kick him in the belly 
Ressee the eyes of all the photog- 
raphers.”

One Theory Is British 
Wanted Arms Man’s 
Son to Help Reorgan- 
ize Industry.

BEUELRNBERG, Nov. 23 (by 
m0)—The ineredible fact that 
not a single war industrialist of 
the Third Reich is on trial before 
thé international military tribunal 
stalked like Banquo’s ghost at this 
morning’s session, during which 
Thomas J. Dodd of the American 
prosecution staff outlined the stel- 
lar roles played in Hitler’s re- 
armament program by two organ- 
izations without whic his policy 
of military aggression would have 
been impossible. They are the 
Krupp works and the I. G. Farben. 

Dodd said the leadership of the 
rearmament program was sup- 
plied by the Nazis and named 
three of the defendants as chief- 
tains—Hermann Goering, Hijal- 
mar Schacht and Walther Funk. 
Throughout the indictment there 
is no mention directly or indirect- 
ly of any official of I. G. Farben, 
in its heydey the foremost of 
world chemical cartels. It is true 
that Gustav Krupp von Bohlen 
und Halbach was indicted as one 
of the original 24 defendants. But 
owing to his illness with mental 
senility his hearing has been post- 
poned. According to physicians 
who examined him, there is no 
chance that he will ever be tried. 
A motion to substitute his son, 
Alfried Krupp, has been deferred 
to some indefinite future time an 
the ground, as alleged, that the 
trial would be delayed 30 days, 
the period allowed to a defendant 
for preparing his case. Thereby 
hangs a tale. 

Gustav Krupp was taken ill five 
months ago. The indictment was 
served on him as he lay on his 
bed in a coma. There was, con- 
sequently, ample time in which to 


lwitness his name and replace it 
with that of his son. Why this: 


was not done is one of the mys- 
teries of the prosecution. 

Ong theory is that the British, 
who have taken over the Krupp 
works, needed Alfried Krupp’s aid 
in reorganizing and operating the 
plant. Another is that interna- 
tional capitalism is showing its 
ugly head even this early in post- 
war policies, I. G. Farben in par- 
ticular had strong connections 
with leading corporations in the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France. 

This brings one to the singular 
immunity from bombing which 
was enjoyed by I. G. Farben plants 
— a fact on which innumerable 
United States officers and en- 
listed men have commented in as-

GEN. EISENHOWER 
ENTERS HOSPITAL; 
HAS SEVERE COLD 


New Chief of Staff Had 
Planned Farewell Visit 
to Europe. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
A severe cold put Gen, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, newly designated 
chief of staff, in a hospital today, 
interrupting his plans to make a 
farewell visit to Europe before 
taking over his new job. 

Eisenhower boarded a ‘train 


Springs, W. Va. to enter the 
Army’s Ashford General Hospital. 
The Army said Eisenhower was 


following the advice of his physi- 
clan, Maj. Gen. Harold M, Snyder, 
who suggested hospitalization “to 
prevent any complications develop- 
ing” from a severe cold, 

The General's illness, said a 
War Department announcement, 
“canceled for the time being Gen. 
Eisenhower's plans to return to 
Europe, where hé intended to ful- 
fill several important engage- 
ments.” 

He apparently had arranged to 
go to American occupation head- 
quarters in Germany with Gen. 
Joseph McNarney, appointed to 
succeed Eisenhower as chief of 
United States forces there. Mc- 
Narney plans to leave Washington 
soon. 

The duties of the chief of staff 
now are being carried on by the 
deputy chief, Gen. Thomas T. 
Handy. 

The senate military committee 
today gave unanimous approval to 
the nomination of Eisenhower as 
chief of staff. The committee dis- 
pensed with hearings. 

Mrs. Eisenhower is ill with 
pneumonia at Boone, Ia., but is 
reported improving. 


20 REPORTED SHOT BY REBELS 
IN IRAN; FIGHTING UNDER WAY 


Military Radio Communication Be- 
tween Tabriz, Tehran Is 
Re-established. 


TEHRAN, Nov. 23 (AP) — An 
Iranian general reported by radio 
from troubled Azerbaijan province 
today that 20 officials and land- 
owners had been seized by rebels 


and shot. The government has 
blamed separatists for the dis- 
orders in the Russian-occupied 
area. 

Fighting is still in progress at 
Mianeh, 250 miles northwest of 
Tehran, the general said. His 
report re-established military ra- 
dio communications between Ta- 
briz and the capital, 

A government spokesman said 
Secretary of State Byrnes told 
Khan Ala Hussein, Iranian envoy 
in Washington, that the United 
States had a growing interest in 
the situation. The spokesman 
added, however, that Iran hoped 
to settle the problem by direct 


conversations with Moscow. 


First Thanksgiving Snow Since '38, 


Mercury Stayed 


Below Freezing 


St. Louis’ first snow on Thanks- 
giving day since 1938 fell yesterday 
on parts of the city as most St. 


Louisans observed the holiday with 
turkey dinners and family re- 
unions at their homes. A light 
snow, which quickly melted early 
today, also fell last night.’ 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
predicted rising temperatures for 
tomorrow and Sunday, and- said 
the temperature is expected to rise 
to near 35 this afternoon. 

Yesterday was the first day 
since last Feb. 19 that the tem- 
peratures remained below freezing. 
The thermometer rose to 29 de- 
grees at 1 p.m. yesterday from a 
low of 20 degrees at 7 a.m. 


Wintry winds reached a velocity 


of 28 miles an hour in mid-after- 
noon yesterday. Wahlgren pre- 


dicted that temperatures would 
climb to the 40s tomorrow, and to 
the low 50s Sunday. 

Temperatures in other parts of 
the state yesterday ranged from 
a low of 24 degrees at Kirksville 
to a high of 46 at Malden. This 
morning’s low, 18 degrees, was re- 
corded at Tarkio, while Malden 
remained high with 25 degrees. 
The coldest weather ever recorded 
in St. Louis for this date was 13 
degrees, registered in 1880. 

The cold wave is gripping the 
entire central and eastern por- 
tions of the country, the Asso- 
ciated Press reported. Snow fell 
over a major part of the area, 
the heaviest fall, 15 inches, being 
reported at Land O’ Lakes, Wis. 
The nation’s lowest official tem- 
perature yesterday was five below 
zero at Minot, N. D.

ATTACKED, BEATEN 
10 DEATH; BODY 
FOUND IN ALLEY 


Shirley Jean Coxey Had 
Been Reported Missing 
by Parents Last Night 
— Presumably Picked 


Up by Man in Auto. 


The partly frozen body of Shir- 
ley Jean Coxey, 9-year-old Mar- 
quette school pupil, was found be- 
side an ashpit in an alley at the 
rear of the 1400 block of North 
Twenty-fourth street early today. 
She had been brutally beaten on 
the head and face, and criminally 
assaulted. 

Shirley Jean’s brown oxford 
shoes were found by police in a 
yard at the rear of a vacant house 


at 3862 Washington boulevard, 


about a half block from her home 
at 3817 Washington boulevard, and 
her imitation leather purse con- 
taining three sticks of chewing 


gum was found in an areaway 
to the east of the rooming house 
at 3866 Washington boulevard, 

Miss Grace Miller, a roomer at 
the latter address, told police she 
found the purse and, thinking 
some child had lost it, placed it 
on top of a tomato pole in a 
garden at the rear of the house. 

Blood Spots in Areaway. 

Discovery of the shoes and purse 
led police to believe that Shirley 
Jean was inticed to the rear of 
the buildings along Washington 
and there attacked. Spots of blood 
were found in the areaway where 
the purse was lying, and more 
blood was discovered at the rear 
of the vacant house. 

Mrs. Anna Brown, beauty shop 
operator of 3819 Olive street, 
whose yard runs to an alley be-

hapman that she saw an “pold- 
type automobile with a trunk on 
the back” parked in a vacant lot 
near her home between 9 and 
9:30 p.m. Later, she said, she 
saw a car similar to the one she 
previously had seen, in the alley 
at the rear of her home. The 
car remained in the alley about 
15 minutes, she said, with the 
lights on, but the engine turned 
off. 

Police believe that the assailant, 
after the attack, put Shirley Jean 
in an automobile and drove to the 
secluded alley where he dumped 
her out to die. 

Child’s Skull Fractured. 

Dr. John J. Connor, coroner’s 
physician, who performed an au- 
topsy, said the child had died of 
a fractured skull and hemorrhage 
of the brain. In addition, he said, 
she suffered abrasions and lacer- 
ations of the head. 

Detective Capt. Martin Cliffe 
directed a crew of detectives in a 
search for Shirley Jean’s heavy 
blue snow suit and other bits of 
her clothing. 

Shirley Jean’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Coxey, who operate 
a rooming house at 3817 Washing- 
ton boulevard, reported to police 
at 11 o’clock last night that she 
was missing. Coxey, who identi- 
fied the body as that of his daugh- 
ter at the City Morgue, suffered 
shock and had to be assisted from 
the room by detectives. He said 
he had last seen her about 9 p.m. 
as she skipped homeward from 
the corner of Vandeventer avenue 
and Olive street. 

The body, from which all under- 
clothing had been removed, was 
discovered at 7:30 a.m, by Mrs. 
Martha Hawkins, Negro, 2426A 
Cass avenue, and Miss Mary Glos- 
ser, 1429 (rear) North Twenty- 
fourth street. On seeing it for

TRUMAN MAY GO 
INTO DEBT DESPITE 
HIS $75,000 SALARY 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
The $75,000-a-year salary the Gov- 
ernment pays the President of the 
United States actually nets him 
only $3000. And Harry 8S, Tru- 
man faces the prospect of leaving 
the White House with a heavy 
personal debt, says Jonathan Dan- 
iels, former presidential press sec- 
retary, in an article in the cur- 
rent Collier’s magazine. 

The President has to pay $46,- 
000 in federal taxes, $1000 in state 
taxes, and $25,000 for White House 
expenses above what is met by 
the Government, Daniels _ says, 
leaving the $3000 net. 

The only President known to 
have voiced satisfaction with the 
$75,000 salary, according to Dan- 
iels, was William Howard Taft, 
who was quoted as saying: “I 
have been able to save $100,000 
from my four years in office.” 

“If President Truman were able 
to buy his groceries and other ne- 
cessities as cheaply as President 
Taft could from 1909 to 1913, and 
if he were able to save at the 
same rate,” Daniels continues, 
“the best he could do would be to 
leave the White House $100,000 in 
debt. For Harry 8S. Truman will 
have to pay in a four-year term 
nearly $200,000 in state and feder- 
al taxes which did not exist when 
Taft counted his luck and his 
thrift.”

WASHINGTON, Noy. 23 (AP)— 
Former Secretary of State Hull 
said today that the possibility the 
Japanese would attack Pearl Har- 
bor had not occurred to him in 
the critica) last days of, diplo- 
matic negotiations in 1941, 

With a black topcoats thrown 


round his shoulders, Hull sat be- 
fore a Senate-House committee in- 
vestigating the disaster and told 
members that never once in the 
final months of negotiations had 
he received any hint Pearl Harbor 
would be assaulted. 

Hull said that although he had 
warned the late President Roose- 
velt and others that the Japanese 
might strike anytime, any place, 
American military attention pri- 
marily was directed toward the 
Southwest Pacific. 

Under questioning of committee 
counsel, Hull said that late in 1941 
American officials were receiving 
almost constant messages that the 
Japanese were moving men and 
ships to the lower end of Indo- 
china. 

“We knew that was the jumping 
off place for an attack,” Hull said. 
He added that the attack from 
there might have been directed 
against the Dutch East Indies, the 
Philippines, Singapore and other 
areas. 

“We were watching that very 
closely as the days passed by,” 
he said. “I didn’t think anything 
either way about other places in 
the Pacific that might be attacked, 
including Pearl Harbor.” 

Asked whether he had reports, 
rumors, intimations or hints that 
Pearl Harbor might be hit, he re- 
plied he had not. ‘ 

Never Heard of Any Secret Pact. 

Hull declared he never heard of 
any secret arrangement by the 
late President Roosevelt for the 
United States to go to war in the 
event the Japanese attacked Brit- 
ish or Dutch possessions. 

The point came up, with partic- 
ular reference to the Atlantic 

‘harter meeting of Roosevelt and 

inston Churchill. 

Gerard Gesell, committee coun- 
sel, asked Hull: 

“Did you ever hear of any ar- 
rangement or agreement or under- 
standing by President Roosevelt 
or any other official prior to Dec. 
7 (1941) to the effect that in the 
event of an attack on British or 
Dutch possessions, or any ABCD 
power, in the Pacific by Japan, 
this country would go to war with- 
out an attack by Japan on us?” 

Hull replied that he had not. 

Later, Gesell asked specifically 
whether Hull had ever heard of 
Such an agreement in “the Atlan- 
tic Charter or any other confer- 
ence,” 

“No, I did not,” Hull said. 

After Hull had completed an 
hour on the stand and had left the 
room with spectators applauding, 
Sumner Welles, former Under 
Secretary of State, also testified 
that he had no knowledge of any 
such agreement. 

Japan in “Explosive State.” 

Hull said that “Japan’s peace 
ambassador,” Kurusu told him 
early in their diplomatic conver- 
sations in November, 1941, that 
the Pacific was “a powder keg” 
and that Japan was at “an ex- 
plosive states.” Hull asserted that 
Kurusu was “simply pleading that 
we muSt agree on the diplomatic 
side or something awful would 
happen.” 

Hull testified orally before the 
committee after submitting a long 
prepared statement. In this state- 
ment, he said that he had warned 
the Cabinet a month before Pear! 
Harbor that Japan might strike 
at any time and that he and 
Roosevelt sought frantically to 
avoid a showdown. He denied he 
gave Japan an ultimatum. 

The statement was read by com- 
mittee counsel, Hull returned later 
for questioning, : 

The former Secretary, who is 
74 and ailing, talked slowly’ in 
spaced phrases, 

The hearing room was packed 
as he testified to what he called 
the “duplicity of the Japanese” 
during diplomatic negotiations 
late in November, 1941. 

Gesell asked Hull when he de-

BELA IMREDY, HUNGARIAN

Convicted by Peoples Court of

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Nov. 23 
(AP)—Former Hungarian Premier 
Bela Imredy was sentenced by the 
Reoples Court today to hang. He 
was .convicted after a 10-day trial 
on charges of committing war 
crimes and anti-Jewish acts, 

Government prosecutors had ac- 
cused Imredy of sacrificing his 
country for his personal ambi- 
tions. The former premier imme- 
diately filed an appeal to the na- 
tional council of Peoples Courts. 

Witnesses against Imredy in- 
cluded German §.S. Gen. Winckel- 
man and Eric Veesemayer, de- 
scribed as Hitler’s personal repre- 
sentative in Hungary.

FOR INTER-NATION CANDOR: 


Only Way to Allay Suspicions, He Says — 
Eden Proposes Big 5 Give Up Security 
Council Veto Power. 


LONDON, Nov. 23 (AP)—For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin sug- 
gessted in the House of Commons 
today that the world’s great pow- 
ers “say exactly what they want 
either in territory or bases” to al- 
lay suspicions that might jeopard- 
ize international peace. 


Resuming the two-day debate on 
foreign affairs, Bevin pledged that 
Britain would not commit any ac- 
tions that would be unfriendly to- 
ward any other nation, great or 
small. 

“If any great power is suspi- 
cious of Great Britain,” Bevin con- 
tinued, “I invite them to tell me 
frankly what their suspicions are, 
and I will frankly face them.” 

Today’s session was marked by 
a sharp verbal clash between 
Bevin and former Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill over a Labor 
government proposal for a three- 


year postponement of the Greek 
plebiscite on the fate of the mon- 
archy — a move which drew a 
stormy protest from Churchill. 

Although he referred today to 
the impending meeting of the 
United Nations assembly, in Janu- 
ary, Bevin made no. direct com- 
ment on a proposal yesterday by 
former Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden that the five tig powers 
abandon their veto right in the se- 
curity council, 


In his plea today for “above 
board” tactics in international af- 
fairs, Bevin said that “nothing 
can remove suspicion but the ut-! 
most frankness as to our respec- | 
tive policies.” |

The Board of Police Commis-

Immediate steps will be taken 
to enforce rules which forbid. or- 
ganization of a police union on 
penalty of dismissal, it was an- 
nounced. 

Mark D. Eagleton, president of 
the board, issued a_ dissenting 
opinion in which he termed the 
rules against unionization “unrea- 
sonable, arbitrary and unconstitu- 
tional” and expressed the belief 
they were not enforceable. 

Roderick MacDonald of Madi- 
son, Wis., who helped establish the 
new police union as organizer for 
the AFL American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployes, stated he would proceed 
with unionization of the Police 
Department in spite of the board’s 
majority ruling. 

No Question of Strike. 

“We may have to resert to court 
action,” he said. “But there can 
be no question of a strike. The 
union charter absolutely rules out 
any strike by police.” 

The board ruling was announced 
after Gov. Phil M. Donnelly had 
conferred by long-distance tele- 
phone with the board members 
and with Police Chief James J. 
Mitchell. In Jefferson City, the 
Governor stated, “I told them how 
I felt about it and they believe as 
I do. Their action probably will 
settle it.”

OILS 10 CONTINUE 
T0 BE SCARCE FOR 
SEVERAL MONTHS 


Canned Fish Included in 
Order Freeing Meat— 
Shipments to Allies 

and Liberated Coun- 
tries Not Affected. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
All meat rationing ends at 12:01 
a.m., tomorrow, At the same time, 
all food fats become point-free. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
» n made these announcements to 
4 press conference today. The 
food fats freed from the. ration 
program include butter, marga- 
rine, lard and shortening. 

The meat rationing termination 


also applies to canned fish. 

Sugar is now the only food left 
on the ration lst. 

OPA cautioned the public to 
be sure to save ration book num- 
ber four for buying sugar, A 
spokesman for the agency said, 
that with the termination -of 
meats and fats rationing, all 
other stamps in Book Four would 
be valueless. So, he added, are 
the red tokens which were given 
as change for meats-fats cou- 
pons. The sugar s rent- 
ly valid is number #% It will 
be good for five poull@®* through 
Dec. 31. 

Since Sept. 30 about one-thind 
of the meat supply has been ra- 
tion-free. This included the lower 
grades of beef, veal and lamb. 
Only choice cuts of those meats 
and virtually all pork had re- 
mained on the ration list after 
that time. 

The meats and fats rationing 
program was started March 29, 
1943. 

Anderson estimated that lifting 
of rationing would make meat 
available for civilians in December 
at an annual rate of 165 pounds 
per capita compared with an an- 
nual rate of 110 pounds during the 
early spring and summer. 

Bowles Agrees to Action, 

In announcing the action An- 
derson said the decision was 
agreed to by Price Administrator 
Chester Bowles. The whole ques-

ference Wednesday night attended 
by both Anderson and Bowles. 
Anderson said the ending of 
rationing would in no way affect

Anderson said the supplies of 


fats and oils would continue to be 


limited for several months. He 
explained, however, that continued 
rationing of fats and oils after 
cessation of meat rationing would 
have necessitated establishment of 
a new rationing program, at least 
for a short time. 

OPA, he said, was not prepared 
to handle such a program. 

Considers Baking Controls. 

Anderson said that the Govern- 
ment may have to impose controls 
of some sort on ‘bakers and other 
large industrial users to prevent 
them from absorbing the limited 
supplies of fats and oils. 

The rate of civilian supplies of 
meat in the first quarter of 1946 
will depend, he said, on the size 


‘of exports. Foreign shipments will 


be influenced by the amount of 
funds available for the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration. 

Legislation appropriating addi- 
tional funds for UNRRA is now 
before Congress. Anderson said 
that should UNRRA get the ad- 
ditional money, total exports in 
the first quarter might run as 
high as 625,000,000 pounds, com- 
pared with an estimate of about 
550,000,000 pounds in the current 
quarter. 

He said that should exports 
reach the maximum amount, the 
civilian supply in the first quar- 
ter should be at a rate of about 
150 pounds.

One of the documents submitted 
by Alderman disclosed that Hitler 
tokd his military commanders 
May 23, 1939—more than three 
.-months before the outbreak of 
World War II—that lightning at- 
tacks would be made to seize Hol- 
land and Belgium as bases for 
smashing Britain and France. 

“Declarations of neutrality must

asserted on that occasion. 

“If Holland and Belgium are 
successfully occupied and held and

Rave been secured.” 
Plan to Invade Russia. 

“ A high command plan for the 
“'Gnvasion of Russia dated Dec. 18, 
1940, and initialed by Field Mar- 
shzl Wilhelm Keitel and Col. Gen. 
Gustav Joedl, declared that Ger- 
™many must be prepared to crush 
Russia in a quick campaign before 
the end of the war against Eng- 
land.. 

In another document, Hitler was 
quoted as telling his commanders 
Aug. 22, 1939, that Russia had no 
interest in maintaining the inde- 
pencence of Poland and “Stalin 
knows it is the end of his regime, 
no matter whether hig soldiers 
come out of a war victorious or 
beaten.” 

“Poland is in the position where 
I wanted her " Hitler as- 
serted. “A factor favorable to us 
is Franco. We can ask only 
benevolent neutrality from Spain. 
. «©. Complete destruction of 
Poland is the military aim.” 

Reviewing the legal points of 
the indictment under the charter, 
Prosecutor Alderman said that all 
other phases of the case against 
the Nazis have “little. juridical 
international significance” com- 
pared with the conspiracy to wage 
total aggressive warfare. 

Main Points of War Charge. 

The case against German ag- 
gression will be considered in five 
phases, Alderman said. He listed 
the phases as: 

One, 1933-36—Utilization of the 
control of Germany to prepare for 
war. 

Two, 1938-39—seizure of Austria 
and OZecvioslovakia. | 

Three, March 1939-September 
1939—Start of the war. 

Four, September 1939-1941—ex- 
panding of the war throughout 
Europe. 

Five, 1941—attack on Russia and 
finally the declaration of war 
which brought the United States 
into the conflict. 

Hatsuoka-Hitler Meeting. 

Japanese Foreign Minister Mat- 
suoka told Hitler at their meet- 
ing in April 1941, that Japan 
wanted to attack Singapore but 
feared war with the United States, 
minutes of the cgnference intro- 
duced by the prosecution disclosed. 
The document showed: 

Matsuoka begged the Germans 
to share their secret weapons and 
told Hitler he personally favored 
a surprise attack on the United 
States. He said Japanese official 
circles were more cautious, but 
recognized that war with the 
United States was “nievitable.” He 


informed Hitler that he had “en-. 


deavpred to convince the Pope 
that the United ‘States, and par- 
ticularly the American President, 
prolonged the war in Europe and 
China.” 

" (Matsuoka then was on his 
“peace mission” in which he sign- 
ed a non-aggression treaty with 
Russia, called on Pope Pius and 
saw Hitler.) 

Matsuoka told Hitler the Japa- 
nese army and navy estimated 
that if the United States entered 
the war in the Pacific, the con 
flict would last “five years or 
longer and a form of guerrilla 
warfare” would be fought in the 
South Pacific. 

Hitler said if the United States 
came into the war, Germany was 
prepared “to conduct a most ener- 
getic fight against America with 
her U-boats and her Luftwaffe.” 
He agreed that war with the Unit- 
ed States was inevitable, but said 
Germany and Japan should “try 
to eliminate one country at a 
time.” 

Introduction of the 10 hitherto 
secret documents drew a storm of 
protest from German defense 
counsel, The session was ad- 
journed for the day to permit 
study by lawyers for the accused 
Nazis, 

One document submitted dis- 
closed that Hitler disguised Ger- 
man plans for the 1941 attack on 
Russia by insisting that Soviet 
orders for German arms be filled 
promptly. The compilation written 
by Maj. Gen, George Thomas said 
that on Aug. 14, 1940, Reichsmar- 
shal Herman Goering informed 
the office of war economy: 

“The Fuehrer desires punctual 
delivery to the Russians only un- 
til the spring of 1941. Later on, 
we will have no further interest 
in completely satisfying Russian 
demands * 

Thomas wrote that the subter- 
fuge worked well because “the 
Russians carried out their deliv- 
eries as planned right up to the 
start of the attack; even during 
the last few days, transports of 


India ‘rubber from the Far East 
were completed by express transit 
trains.” 

Industrialists Accused, 


Heads of the vast Krupp steel 
empire and the I. G. Farben chem- 
ical trust agreed to finance the 
Nazi party as an antidate to Com- 
munism and later co-operated in 
a secret rearmament program, 
Assistant Prosecutor Thomas 
Dodd charged. 

Defendant Schacht was red- 
faced as he heard himself de- 
scribed from German documents 
as the financial wizard who was 


secretly appointed as “plenipoten- 
tiary for war economy” in 1935 
and won the praise of a Reich 
general as “the man who made 
reconstruction of the German 
army economically possible.” 

The head of the Krupp works, 
Gustav Krupp, who was indicted 
but thus far has escaped trial be- 
cause of illness, was shown by 
German records to have aided in 
raising campaign funds for Hitler 
in 1933, Dodd asserted. He said 
Krupp also declared after Hitler’s 
ascension te power that German 
industry “puts itself at your dis- 
posal.” 

Field Marshal Keitel denied 
earlier that he participated 
in the Hitler cabinet meetings 
that. planned the Nazi flood of 
aggression. Keitel was linked to 
the plot by the prosecution, which 
introduced charts and secret cabi- 
net minutes at .yesterday’s session, 
as well as an affidavit by Wilhelm 
Frick which declared Hermann 
Goering carried out the 1934 blood 
purge. 

With the prosecution’s attack on 
Germany’s industrial and finan- 
cial leaders, Dr. Rudolf Dix, 
Schacht’s counsel, said at a recess 
that he was considering summon- 
ing American business men as 
witnesses for the defense. 

Dodd linked German industrial 
leaders and Schacht, former 
Reichsbank president, directly to 
the Nazi party even before the 
election which resulted in Hitler 
becoming Chancellor in 1933 with 
an affidavit from Georg von 
Schnitzler of the I, G. Farben 
firm, hi: 

Schacht’s Letters Quoted. 


Schnitzler said that Schacht 
“acted as kind of a host” at a 
meeting in February, 1933, of 
Hitler, Krupp, Albert Vogler, chief 
of the steel combine, and other 
industrialists, Hitler warned the 
industrialists of the dangers of 
Communism, Schnitzler’s affidavit 
related, and after the Nazi leader 
left the room “Schacht proposed to 
the meeting the raising of an elec- 
tion fund, as far as I remember, 
of 3,000,000 reichmarks.” 

Schacht, who protested in a re- 
cent interview that he had little 
to do with German rearmament, 
listened earnestly and jotted down 
notes as the affidavit and other 


documents were introduced. 

One letter signed by him and 
sent to Hitler Jan. 7, 1939, said: 
“From the beginning the Reichs- 
bank has been aware of the fact 
that successful foreign policy can 
be attained only by the reconstruc- 
tion of the German armed forces. 
The Reichsbank therefore as- 
sumed to a very great extent the 
responsibility to finance rearma- 
ment in spite of the inherent dan- 
gers to the currency.” 

Another of Schacht’s letters 
told of risking inflation in order 
to give the army all the funds it 
needed to assure “a successful 
foreign policy.” 

Secret Research Fund. 

Another affidavit read by the 
prosecution was signed by Emil 
Puhl, a director of the Reichsbank, 
who said Schacht has created a 
fake organization called “Metal- 
lurgische Forschungs Gesellschaft,” 
peeoumaably a research fund into 
which armaments funds flowed 
and then out again to munitions 
makers, cloaking ‘he German re- 
armament program. 

The prosecutor read from the 
diary of Former Ambassador Wil- 
liam E, Dodd the statement that 
Schacht admitted to the American 
envoy in September, 1934, that the 
Hitler party was absolutely com- 
mitted to war and that the people 
were willing.

He was described as an ex- 
ecutive of the Bank of America 
in New York. It was specu- 
lated that through him Von 
Ribbentrop proposed to show 
that his own attitude toward 
Jews was urbane. Jeidels, it 
was said, left Germany in the 
late thirties.

22, 1933, were contained in the 
minutes of a working committee 
of “delegates for Reich defense” 
in which Keitel] was quoted as 
saying: 

“Secrecy of all Reich defense 
work has to be maintained very 
carefully. No document must be 
lost, since otherwise enemy propa- 
ganda would make use of it. Mat- 
ters communicated orally cannot 
be proved, they can be denied by 
us in Geneva (League of Na- 
tions).” 


As today’s session of the trial 
opened, counsel for Keite] as- 
serted that prosecution charts 
naming the Field Marshal as a 
Cabinet minister without portfolio 
were false and said that he never 
participated ‘in Hitler’s cabinet 
meetings, Dr. Otto Nelte, Keitel’s 
attorney, said that although a se- 
cret Cabinet council with which 
the high command chief was 
linked had been created by law 
Feb. 4, 1938, the council never was 
appointed and held no sessions. 


Justice Lawrence ruled that the 
prosecution documents were ad- 
missible and that the defense 
could later challenge material in 
them. He announced that there 
would be no session tomorrow in 
order to allow defense council 
more time for consideration of 
documents. 

American prosecutors began 
winding up their evidence dealing: 
with the political phases of Hit- 
ler’s bold grab for authority and 
Dodd was assigned to describe 
how the Nazi leaders wooed big 
German industrialists into the 
party. More than a score of secret 
Reich reports, directives and 
transcripts implicating wealthy in- 
dustrialists with the Nazi plot to 
rearm Germany in defiance of 
the treaty of Versailles were pre- 
pared by the prosecution. 

This was the day when, in 
United States Chief Prosecu- 
tor Justice Robert H. Jack- 
son’s words, “I believe Krupp 
should be in court,” but the senile, 
75-year-old German armaments 
king still lay in Salzburg, report- 
ed suffering from softening of 
the brain. 

Ill feeling among the accused 
Nazi defendants was evidenced by 
Goering’s glares at Frick, former 
Reichsminister of the Interior, 
following the reading of Frick’s 
affidavit yesterday that Goering 
executed on Hitler’s orders the 
notorious blood purge of Nazi dis- 
sidents in 1934, 

At least one other ofthe de- 
fendants besides Frick was. re- 
liably understood to have told 
damaging “inside stories” on the 
Hitler gang which may become 
important evidence in the trial. 
Sources in the Palace of Justice 
indicated that persimmon- 
mouthed Schacht has given the 
Allies his recollections of the 
Nazi administration. 


Use of Schools by Nazis. 


Describing the use of force and 
propaganda to mold the youth of 
Germany, Maj. Frank B. Wallis, 
Boston, one of the United States 

osecutors, charged that “the 
Nazi conspirators were utterly 
unscrupulous” in controlling 
schools and youth organizations. 

“The first steps in making the 
schools the tools of the Nazis were 
two decrees in May, 1934, where- 
by the Reich Ministry of Edu- 
cation was replaced by the abso- 
lute authority of the Reich in all 
educational matters,” Wallis said. 

Baldur von Schirach, one of the 
defendants, was appointed state 
youth leader in the same month, 
Wallis added, and “destroyed or 
took over all youth organizations 
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. « « by force in the first in- 
stance.” 

Switching to the use of propa- 
ganda, Wallis quoted the Nazi 
party as writing “to prepare the 
ground psychologically for politi- 
cal action and military aggres- 
sion.” 

The court yesterday ruled that 
Jew-baiter Julius Streicher was 
sane and must stand trial and de- 
nied a defense motion which asked 
postponement of the trial of Mar- 
tin Bormann, Hitler’s missing dep- 
uty, who is being tried in ab- 
sentia. 

Seventeen defense attorneys 
participating in the trial submitted 
brief autobiographies to the. Al- 
lied press, showing that 13 had 
never joined the Nazi party, two 
had been expelled, one had never 
had his application accepted, and 
one had been a Nazi since 1938. 
The only lawyer who admitted be- 
ing a party member of unques- 
tioned standing was Dr. Alfred 
Seid], who represents Hans Frank, 
the former governor general of 
Poland. 

Dr, Fritz Sauter, counsel for 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, Hitler’s 
foreign minister, said he had been 
dropped from the Nazi party in 
1940, after five years’ membership, 
because he had defended Jews and 
Communists. Streicher’s counsel, 
Dr. Hans Marx, said he joined the 
Nazi party in 1933 and was dis- 
missed in 1935, but did not give 
the reason for his dismissal. 


ARGENTINE PAMPERING 
OF NAZI SUSPECTS CHARGED 


BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 23 (AP) 
—Augustin Rodriguez Araya, a 
former national Deputy, in a court 
action last night charged Federal 
Police Chief Filomeno Velazoo 
with malfeasance in office in giv- 
ing alleged preferential treatment 
to accused German spies and ex- 
posing Argentina to a foreign dec- 
laration of war. 

Rodriguez, just returned from 
exile in Uruguay, made the charge 
before Judge Horacio Fox and 
asked for an investigation. He 
said that while he was in jail in 
Argentina before his exile he ob- 
served the treatment accorded 
seven men accused of espionage in 
behalf of Germany. 

The men had short-wave radios 
and photos of Hitler in their cells, 
he said, and were permitted to 
sleep at any hour of the day or 
night, receive visitors, partake of 
alcoholic drinks and leave the jail 
without guards.

Hitler 
then enlarged on his plans to in- 
stitute a totalitarian regime and 
rearm the Reich. 

Gustav Krupp as spokesman for 
the industrialists frequently com- 
plimented Hitler on his speech. 
After Hitler departed, the account 
proceeded, Goering suggested that 
the magnates raise an election 
fund of three million marks to be 
divided between the National So- 
cialists and Von Papen’s party. 
Goering told the guests that the 
sacrifice they were asked to make 
would be easy to bear in view of 
the fact that the March election 
would be the last one held in Ger- 
many for 10 and probably 100 
years. 

Before he could disclose wheth- 
er the sum was voted,.Dodd was 
interrupted by British presiding 
magistrate of the tribunal, Sir 
Geoffrey Lawrence. 

“After all,” said the Lord Jus- 
tice, “this means only that certain 
industrialists held a meeting and 
were asked to contribute to a 
campaign fund,” 

With a respectful bow Dodd re- 
plied that for the present he would 
not labor the point. 

After Hitler’s victory in March 
the great manufacturers formed 
the Reichs Association of Ger- 
man Industry of which Gustave 
Krupp became chairman. That 
they had decided to give the 
Fuehrer’s policies enthusiastic sup- 
port was demonstrated by a letter 
which Gustav Krupp wrote April 
25, 1933, to Chancellor Hitler. 

Krupp declared that the stand- 
point taken by the association 
“was characterized by the wish 
to co-ordinate in the interest of 
the whole nation both economic 
measures and political necessity 
adopting the Fuehrer principie of 
the new German state.” He urged 
“the closest contact between the 
Reich Government and its repre- 
sentatives on the one side and 
the Reichs association on the 
other.” Krupp added that the suc- 
cess of the undertaking would be 
found in union between political 
leadership and economic necessity. 
He concluded that “the Reichs 
Association of German Industry, 
dear Mr. Reichschancellor, Bute 
itself at your disposal and at the 
disposal of the Reich Government 
for all necessary measures.”

Says Goering

NUERNBERG, Nov. 23 (AP)— | 
A score of high Nazis listened in| 
shocked surprise yesterday while 


American prosecutors told the in- 
ternational military tribunal how 
the Nazis plotted and seized power 
in Germany, killing or imprison- 
ing any who opposed them. 


An affidavit signed by Wilhelm 
Frick, once “protector” of Bohe- 
mia and Moravia, the day before 
the trial opened told how Her- 
mann Goering carried out the 
1934 blood purge in northern Ger- 
many on Hitler’s orders, after the 
late Gestapo chief, Heinrich 
Himmler, convinced the Fuehrer 
of a plot. 

“Many people were arrested,” 
the Frick affidavit said. “Some- 
thing like 100, or even more, 
were killed. All this was done 
without resort to legal proceed- 
ings. They were just killed on the 
spot. Many people were killed—I 
don’t know how many, who ac- 
tually did not have anything to 
do with the putsch—people who 
just weren’t liked very well.” 


Among these were Gen, Kurt 
von Schleicher and wife, and for- 
mer Nazi party leader Gregor 
Strasser, Frick said. 


Maj. Frank Wallis of Boston, 
assistant United States prosecutor, 
produced numerous minutes of 
early Hitler cabinet meetings at 
which five of the current defend- 
ants laid the groundwork for the 
rape of Germany in an ambitious 
step toward attempting to domi- 
nate the world.

'GOERING’S LQ. 


PUTS HIM ALMOST 
IN GENIUS CLASS 


NUERNBERG, Nov. 23 (AP)-— 
Hermann Goering with an I. Q. 
bordering on the genius rating, is 
the “natural born leader” of the 
20 high Nazis being tried by the 
international war crimes tribunal, 
an American Army officer said to- 
day, 

Maj. Douglas Kelley, former 
University of California psychia- 
trist, found the fat ex-Reichs- 
marshal had an intelligence quo- 
tient of 138 and that he still ex- 
erted a dominating influence over 
nearly all of the Hitler aides on 
trial. 


“Goering is a natural born lead- 
er,” Maj. Kelley reported. “He 
and (Grand Admiral Kar]) Doen- 
itz and (former Reichsbank Presi- 
dent Hjalmar) Schacht are the 
brainiest of the lot. 

“Goering is the most aggressive 
and energetic. He keeps after the 
others to ‘maintain German dig- 
nity!’ If he has a phobia, it’s of 
being made to appear ridiculous. 
He asserts he is not afraid of any 
verdict. He says the Luftwaffe 
commander who asked s0 many 
of his best flyers to go to their 
deaths shouldn’t flinch at losing 
his own life.” 

Kelley, who continually checks 
the mental condition of all de- 
fendants, described former For- 
eign Minister Joachim von Rit- 
bentrop as “wishy washy”; Hans 
Frank, who got the title of “butch- 
er of Warsaw” while ruling Po- 
land, and Arthur Seyss-Inquart, 
Hitler’s governor of Austria and 
later of The Netherlands, as the 
“most cold blooded.” 

The two admirals, Doenitz, and 
Erich Raeder, and Field Marshal 
Wilhelm Keitel and Col. Gen. Gus- 
tav Jodl, are the “most philo- 
sophically composed,” Kelley said.

Officers were questioning Peter

drew Orlando, a coal dealer, 2205 
Shenandoah avenue, asserted he 
had not seen Akers in three 
months. St. Louis police, who made 
the arrests at the request of coun- 
ty authorities, did not obtain a 
statement from Peter Orlando. 
The brothers were taken to Clay- 
ton.

Akers, who lived at 4031A Shen-| 


andoah avenue, and who formerly 
operated the 1127 Club, Grand 
boulevard and Hickory street, is 
reported to have dabbled in the 
pinball business in southeast Mis- 
souri since he sold his tavern 
about a year ago. Associates said 
he habitually carried a revolver 
and appeared to have funds, al- 
though he quit his job as bar- 
tender in a South Broadway sa- 
loon several weeks ago. 

DeClue’s body, the chin mangled 
by a shotgun blast fired at close 
range and with a wound in the 
left side of the chest, was in a 
kneeling position on the floor of 
the automobile, a 1940 Ford coupe. 
The head and shoulders were rest- 
ing against the seat and a towel 
was wrapped around the head. A 
light topcoat, thrown over his 
body, contained an unloaded .38- 
caliber pistol and $12 in nickels, 
in six paper wrappers. The top 
coat is believed to have belonged 
to one of the pair. 

Examination revealed that Akers 
died of loss of blood from a shot- 
gun wound which shattered his 
left arm above the elbow. His body 
was in the center of the seat, 
slumped against DeClue’s, leaving 
space behind the wheel for a 
driver. The seat and back cushions 
were bloodstained and there was 
blood on the running board. There

TIME TOCONVERT 


TO NATURAL GAS 5 
NEAR, FPG SAYS 


Commitment by 
Laclede Gas Light Co. 
—Hope Is for Cheaper 
Consumer Rates. 


A declaration that the time is 
“imminent” for converting the 
supply of general gas in St, Louis 
from a mixture of natural and 
manufactured gas to straight nat- 
ural is expressed in a Federal 
Power Commission opinion re 
ceived here today. 

It is pointed out by the commis- 
sion opinion, explaining the recent 
order for reduction of wholesale 
natural gas rates by Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp., that the city 
had received a commitment from 
Laclede Gas Light Co. to change 
to straight natural gas “when it 
becomes economically practicable.” 
At this point FPC notes its belief 
that the time for this is imminent. 
Laclede has not yet made a deci- 
sion on the question, 

Six of the seven utilities tak- 
ing natural gas from Mississippi 
River Fuel for resale have shown 
in testimony that they expect to 
increase their requirements for 
natural gas in the near future, 
the opinion states. Presumably 
the seventh is Laclede, and the 
opinion adds that Laclede “has a 
large industrial customer in war 
production whose loss can be iret 
only by converting local consum- 
ers in St. Louls from mixed to 
straight natural gas.” This doubt- 
less is a reference to the St. Louis 
Ordnance Plant, recently shut 
down. 


Recalling that the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission had de- 
clared that Laclede should convert 
to straignt natural gas about 1946, 
FPC says: “Sales of gas in St. 
Louis are far from the saturation 
point when compared with per- 
customer sales in other cities, and 
it is common knowledge that St. 
— has great peacetime indus- 
ries.” 


The hope, in the effort to have 
the supply changed to straight 
natural gas, is that cheaper con- 
sumer rates would result. The 
change also would be expected to 
increase the use of natural gas for

Prime Minister Attlee opened 
yesterday's debate with a plea for 
“mutual confidence” among na- 
tions and the outlawing of war. 
He told of his atomic bomb con- 
versations in Washington and 
said that Britain, the United States 
and Canada have “already made 
available to the world the basic 
scientific information essential for 
the development of atomic energy 
for peaceful purposes.” He 
warned that civilization would 
perish if war again engulfs the 
world. 


Attlee’s Address. 


Attlee declared the United Na- 
tions organization is the one in- 
strument thus far which could 
establish the rule of a law and 
prevent war—if all nations would 
resolve to use it. 


“I say ‘resolve to use it’ because 
to me here is the essence of the 
problem: Just as no system of in- 
spection or control of weapons 


of the Washington declaration 
when the general assembly of the 
United Nations Organization meets 
next January. 

He emphasized the importance 
of utilizing and strengthening “to 
the limit of its capacity from the 
security point of view” the United 
Nations organization. This was 
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especially needed, he added, “at a 
time when the world is moving so 
fast that a great change (atomic 
energy) has arisen” since the San 
Francisco conference, 

Appeal Aimed at Russia, 


In an apparent reference to 
Russian opposition to the forma- 
tion of any western European bloc, 
Bevin said, “Suspicion or no sus- 
picior, I cannot help it if people 
have groundless suspicions. We 
shall not commit, in any arrange- 
ments that we make, any unfriend-| 
ly act toward any other nation, | 
great or smal].” 

In the next breath he declared | 
that he could not accept the view | 
that “all my policy and the policy | 
of His Majesty’s government 
must be based entirely on the Big 
Three. 

“I must try to decide an issue 
on the basis of the facts and to 
do right because it is right to do 
right and not because of my fears 
of what might happen,” Bevin 
said, 

He assured Gen, Charles de 
Gaulle and the new French gov- 
ernment that “we are looking for- 
ward to working more closely with 
them and to carry still farther 
that close collaboration which we 
enjoyed with the last French gov- 
ernment.” 

Bevin said he “sincerely” hoped 
that the recent publication of the 
Italian armistice terms have 
“served to show that we have al- 
ready gone a long way towards 
removing restrictions on Italy’s 
sanction as a free and independent 
nation.” 


Dispute on Greece. 


Bevin precipitated the argument 
with Churchill over Greece by 
saying he had suggested that the 
vote on the fate of the monarchy 
there be held by March 1948. 
Storming to his feet, the war- 
time Prime Minister shouted: 
“A delay of two or three years” 
on the question of a monarchy 
or republic “would be wrong for 
it is a burning question in Greece.” 
Bevin snapped back: “I defy 
anybody to run a plebiscite in 
Greece. at the present time.” 
The Greek question had arisen 
yesterday when Eden disclosed 
that he and Churchill had prom- 
ised King George of Greece that 
a plebiscite would be held at “an 
early date.” The monarch has 
protested against the proposed 
postponement as “an insult to the 
Greek people.” 
Bevin, apparently smarting un- 
der Churchill's interjection, as- 
serted there had been “influ- 
ences in this country which, every 
time I try to get an all-party gov- 
ernment in Greece, prevented me.” 
Churchill rose again, this time 
to ask Bevin to “make it clear” 
that he was not “making asper- 
sions on the Conservative party.” 
“Oh, no,” Bevin replied, “this 
country is full of emigres of all 
kinds and no one knows better 
than Mr, Churchill how difficult 
this is.” 
Bevin said he had “no objec- 
tion to the monarchy but let it 
be a constitutional monarchy and 
not a party monarchy.” He con- 
tinued: 
“Greece must decide without one 
word of influence from Great 
Britain.” 

Reprimands Greek King. 
He asked the Greek King to. 
“put no more sprags (chocks) in |: 
the wheel.” 
“IT say to His Majesty now, the | 
greatest contribution he can make 
to his country is to give all his in- 
fluence to try to bring back Greece 
to a healthy and prosperous state 
with the aid which we and the 
United States are giving,” Bevin 
declared. 
He added that he had preferred 
to let Greece have its trials and 
errors “but I could not see her go 
down economically.” 
Churchill said that: “It is In 
my view, vain to suppose that po- 
litical peace will come to that 
country by the kind of arrange- 
ment (the three-year delay) which |' 
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has been proposed and which post- | 
pones this burning question.” 
Bevin said to Commons that he 
had‘ been told “that if I forced 
this constitutional question until I 
got tranquility in the country I 
ran the danger of civil war and 
God knows Greece has had enough | 
of that—disturbances and econom- 
ic disaster.” 


He quoted Foreign Under Sec- 
retary Hector MacNeil, who went 
to Athens to examine economic 
conditions, as saying the Greek 
government “did not enjoy suffi- 
cient popular support to carry 
through the drastic measures 
which would have to be: taken.”

“I was in thorough accord with 
the views of the chief of staff and 
the chief of naval operations that 
United States armed forces should 
not be sent to China for use 
against Japan. I concurred 
completely in the view that no ul- 
timatum should be delivered to 
Japan. I had been striving for 
months to avoid a showdown with 
Japan and to explore every possi- 
ble avenue for averting or delay- 
ing war between the United States 
and Japan. 

“That was the cornerstone of the 
effort which the President and I 
were putting forth with our utmost 
patience. 

“Early in November the Japa- 
nese government decided to send 
Mr. Saburo Kurusu to Washin&- 
ton to assist the Japanese ambas- 
sador in the conversations. ... 

“In telegrams of Nov. 3 and 
Nov. 17 the American ambassador 
in Japan cabled warmnigs of the 
possibility of sudden Japanese at- 
tacks which might make inevitable 
war with the United States.

New 12-Member Committee 
Formed After Conferences 
at Jerusalem. 
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JERUSALEM, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
For the first time since 1939, po- 
litical differences among Pales- 
tine’s six Arab parties have been 
reconciled under urgent pleas of 
the Arab league. 

Jamil Mardam Bey, former 
Syrian premier and chairman of 
the League’s current council ses- 
sion, said today that a new 12- 
member Arab higher committee 
had been formed after nearly a 
week of conferences at the King 
David Hotel in Jerusalem, 

The committee, formed under 
the leadership of Jamil Mardam 
Bey, includes five members of 
the most powerful Arab political 


voice in Palestine—the Palestine 
Arab party—and leading members 
of the other five Arab parties. In 
addition, its members include 
Musa El Alami, organizer of Arab 
offices, and Ahmed Hilmi Pasha, 
Jerusalem banker and president 
of Arab UMMA (land acquisition) 
fund. The committee will present 
the case of the Arabs in Palestine 
at a forthcoming meeting of the 
Arab league council in Cairo. 

Lt, Gen, Sir Alan Cunningham 
took office yesterday as the new 
high commissioner of Palestine, 
and immediately appealed to both 
Arabs and Jews for co-operation.

dangerous and illegal if carried 
over into the field of government 
and public officers. 

“A police officer's salary and 
hours of work are fixed by the 
statute. The board has no power 
to change or modify the law, and 
therefore there is no room for col- 
lective bargaining. Strikes, boy- 
cotts or picket lines by police of- 
ficers could only mean a break- 
down of law and order. Protesta- 
tions by union organizers. that 
such weapons would not be used 
are not enough. Membership in a 
national labor union, which prop- 
erly permits these weapons in pri- 
vate industry, would necessarily 
have a tendency to reap the bene- 
fit from such weapons in the re- 
lationship between the public of- 
ficers and the government. 


Compared to Soldiers 


“The police officers on the beat 
are the most direct contact with 


government. The citizen’s life, 
safety, and property are depend- 
ent on the officer's faithful per- 
formance of his duties. The po- 
liceman is necessarily subject to 
the same rigorous code of disci- 
pline, obedience and loyalty as is 
the soldier. The executive counc- 
cil of the American Federation of 
Labor has recognized the danger 
involved and has refused to issue 
charters to police officers’ unions. 


“Attempts to organize’ such 
unions have in general caused 
much controversy and have met 
with public disfavor. Our splendid 
Police Department should be free 
from such embroilments, and will 
be if the rule prohibiting such or- 
ganizations is enforced. 

“Only one member of the board, 
President Eagleton, dissents, and 
files herewith a special memoran- 
dum exlaining his vote.” 

Just what action will be taken 
to break up the union, which al- 
ready has been chartered as Local 
549, was not indicated, however. 

In his dissenting opinion, Eagle- 
ton said: “I believe these rules are 
unreasonable, arbitrary and un- 
constitutional. Said rules and 
regulations are therefore in my 
opinion invalid and unenforce- 
able.’ He added that his opinion 
was not to be interpreted as ex- 
pressing any desire on his part 
to encourage unionization, and ex- 
pressed the hope policemen would 
not join any union. 

Eagleton said he was unable to 
see how policemen would benefit 
from unionization, inasmuch as 
they cannot strike, refuse to per- 
form any duties assigned to them, 
get a closed shop or recognition 
as sole bargaining agent, control 
promotions or demotions, or 


‘| change salaries and hours of work, 


which are fixed by legislation. 

“But merely because they re- 
ceive few benefits does not affect 
their right to unionize,” he insist- 
ed. 

“The board should not arrogate 
to itself or attempt to use arbi- 
trary prerogatives prescribed in 
its rules and regulations aforesaid. 
I think these members have an 
inherent right to meet to discuss 
their problems and to present their 
views through chosen representa- 
tives not only to this board but to 
the Legislature, In short, I think 
they have the right to organize 
for any lawful purpose without 
getting the consent of the chief 
of police or the Board of Police 
Commissioners.” 


Section 29 of the Bill of Rights 
of the new State Constitution pro- 
vides that “employes shall have 
the right to organize and to bar- 
gain collectively through represen- 
tatives of their own choosing,” but 
makes no mention of government 
employes. 

After telephoning national head- 
quarters o fthe union in Madison, 
MacDonald elaborated on his ini- 
tial statement. “‘The union already 
has been organized,” he said. “If 
the commissioners are going to 
discipline union members, they’ll 
have to discipline approximately 
1500 police . 

“I don’t think this board action 
is anything new. The same view 
existed in industry for many years 
before the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act was passed. This view 
is represented by the ‘yellow dog’ 


contract, which say sthat in order 
to get a job a worker must re- 
linquish his citizen’s right to or- 
ganize.” : 

Gov. Donnelly had asked State 
Attorney General J. E. Taylor for 
information on the legal aspects 
of police unionization after re- 
ceiving numerous protests from St.

MANILA, Nov. 23 (AP)—The 
Philippines Supreme Court today 
reserved decision on an argument 
that Japanese Lt. Gen. Tomoyuki 
Yamashita is being illegally 
“blitzed before a firing gquad” in 
his current war-crimes trial before 
an American military commission. 

Defense counsel has asked for a 
write of habeas corpus on the 


ground that the military court is 
without jurisdiction and that Ya- 
mashita should be tried, if at all, 
by Philippine courts, 

The United States Army did not 
answer at the hearing on the ap- 
plication for the writ. Army offi- 
cials have taken the position that 
Philippine courts have no juris- 
diction over United States Army 
procedure. 

Col. Hiroshi Hashimoto, chief of 
staff to the Japanese Manila de- 
fense group, meanwhile unfolded 
before the military commission a 
story prosecutors termed self-con- 
tradictory and highly confusing.

Japanese Army forces in Manila 
“assisted military police in raids 
and arrests of suspected guerrillas 
in and around Manila,” Hashimoto 
also testified. In prior testimony 
he had stressed the defense con- 
tention that Japanese naval forces 
comprised the bulk of the defend- 
ers in south Manila, where great- 
est destruction: was wrought. 
There were only 1800 Army per- 
sonnel in the city, he said. 

In yesterday’s testimony Lt. 
Gen. Akira Muto, Yamashita’s 
chief of staff, placed at 1500 the 
number of Yamashita’s men who 
were in Manila at the time of the 
atrocities. He said that of 800,000 
troops on Luzon under various 
commands, Yamashita controlled 
120,000, and these only as a subor- 
dinate of Count Terauchi 

Last December, Muto testified,

Arthur Trudeau, law member 
of the military commission, 
prompted the prosecution to de- 
mand a commission vote on it 
but Trudeau said his opinion 
was final. Hearsay testimony 
has been admitted in the cur- 
rent trial of Lt. Gen. Tomoyuki 
Yamashita on charges that he 
condoned atrocities in his Phil- 
ippine command. 

At today’s trial of the seven 
Japanese, varying in rank from 
colonel to corporal, a Catholic 
sister said she saw the Jap- 
anese tie the hands of the two 
American victims, Paul J. Man- 
sella and Harold Scott, and 
march them away. Cebu city 
is on the Philippine island. of 
Cebu. 


of Manila was largely completed 
by Jan. 1, 1945, Muto stated, leav- 
ing the 1500 Army troops behind 
to guard stores which could not 
be removed because of transpor- 


tation difficulties. 

Muto cited the inability to move 
what he said was a three-year 
store of supplies when asked why 
Yamashita did not declare Manila 
an open city. 

Muto said Yamashita advised 
Adm, Iwabuchi, commander of na- 
val forces in Manila, of his plan 
to withdraw, and urged him to do 
likewise, but had no power to or- 
der him to do so. Moreover, the 
navy had prior orders to destroy 
the waterfront and other Manila 
installations which took  prece- 
dence over any Yamashita direc- 
tive. 

Muto’s testimony left the infer- 
ence that Yamashita, who quit 
Manila for Baguio last Dec. 29, 
was not responsible for the ac- 
tions of Iwabuchi’s men. 

It was “unthinkable,” the wit- 
ness said, that Yamashita could 
have ordered the killing of civil- 
jans and other atrocities. As the 
general’s chief of staff, he stated 
categorically that Yamashita nev- 
er issued orders to kill any civil 
ians or prisoners of war. 

He insisted that Yamashita did 
not command the Fourth Air 
Army which was holding Palawan 
when 141 United States prisoners 
of war were massacred at the 
airfield there. 

Muto denied that Yamashita 
was responsible for the terrible 
treatment of war prisoners in 
camps, pointing out that regula- 
tions for the handling of prison- 
ers were drawn up in Tokyo. 

In regard to deaths in the pris- 
on camps, Muto said he heard 
Yamashita say many times he was 
“anxious about the care and han- 
dling of prisoners of war.” Asked 
whether some prisoners had not 
starved to death, Muto replied 
that some Japanese _ soldiers 
starved too, “due to shortages.” 

American prisoners, he insisted, 
got the same rice ration as Jap- 
anese soldiers—admittedly an in- 
adequate ration.

Sends Photostatic Copies 
to 48 State Attorneys 
General in Tidelands 
Controversy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 — The 
series of Post-Dispatch news ar- 
ticles and editorials on the tide 
lands oil controversy have been 
photostated by Interior Secretary 
Harold L. Ickes and sent to each 
of the 48 state attorneys general. 

Ickes, who has been leading the 


administration fight to have the 
Supreme Court determine legal 
ownership of the oil-rich coastal 
areas, is understood to have felt 
that many of the attorneys gen- 
eral did not have a clear picture 
of the issues involved at the time 
46 of them signed a brief in sup- 
port of pending quitclaim legis- 
lation that would forever re- 
nounce federal claims to the tide- 
lands. The legislation would kill 
the Government’s test suit. 


The Post-Dispatch news stories 
disclosed that a powerful oil lobby 
is behind the concerted efforts of 
state officials of California to 
push through the quitclaim legis- 
lation. As has been told, the legis- 
lation itself was drafted by an 
assistant of Attorney General 
Robert W. Kenny of California 
and submitted to various oi] com- 

nies and their counsel before 

eing brought to Washington and 
handed to Representatives and 
Senators for introduction. 


Ickes, in militant public state- 
ments, has contended that oil in- 
terests were lubricating the drive 
to rush the quitclaim bills through 
Congress. He is expected to be 
the star opposing witness at pub- 
lic hearings on the quitclaim 
measure to be held by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee in January. 


The quitclaim bill is in a race 
with the Government's test case. 
In this connection an attempt to 
delay the Supreme Court hearing 
was made last Tuesday by Kenny 
when he asked the high tribunal 
for more time in which to file a 
reply to the Government suit. 


Meantime supporters of the 
quitclaim bill Lave been extreme- 
ly active in lining up further pro- 
ponents. The pressure drive was 
successfully extended last Satur- 
day to the Council of State Gov- 
ernments. At a meeting of its 
board of governors in Chicago a 
resolution wag adopted in execu- 
tive session calling on Congress 
oo immediate enactment of the 

ill. 


It is believed that similar ef- 
forts will be made to get a com- 
parable resolution adopted in 
Jacksonville, Fla., next week, at a 
conference of the nation’s 48 at- 
torneys general. It is very doubt- 
ful, however, that such a resolu- 
tion could be adopted unanimous- 
ly in view of opposition already 
expressed to the Post-Dispatch by 
the attorneys general of Missouri, 
Arizona, and the State of Wash- 
ington. 


CHINESE AND KOREANS CLASH 


TOKYO, Nov. 23 (AP)—Ameri- 
can military police, firing shots 
into the air, broke up a clash 
between 800 Chinese and 1500 Ko- 
reans in a small mining town on 
Hokkaido, northernmost home 
island, Kyodo news agency said 
yesterday. One Chinese was killed 
and scores were wounded in the 
fighting, which broke out during 
a theatrical performance. 

Chinese and Koreans have been 
used as laborers in the mines of 
northern Japan throughout the 
war.

HE national labor-management conference ealled by President 
Truman has been oversold to the public and the present dilemma

After more than two weeks of subcommittee discussion behind 


closed doors, the objectives are said now to be long-range recom- |- 


mendations, not the establishment of machinery to lessen present 


and prospective industrial strife. 


The reason for this shift is that 
when the representatives of man- 
agement and labor got down to 
practical definitions and practical 
cases they found, to use the words 
of the. management members of 
the gollective bargaining subcom- 
mittee that “certain differences of 
principles cannot be reconciled.” 

There is virtually no possibility 
that the conference as a whole 
will recommend a definite substi- 
tute for the expiring War Labor 
- Board and its no-strike agreement 
based on the Little Steel wage 
formula and union maintenance of 
membership, or take any specific 
action on President Truman's rec- 
ommendation that wages be “sub- 
stantially” increased to maintain 
consumer purchasing power. Com- 
pulsory arbitration, even on pub- 
lic service and health demands 
seems to be completely out, and 
there appears no likelihood of rec- 
ommendations for amending the 
Labor Relations Act. 


‘Trail-Blazing’ Suggestion. 


Instead of machinery, Dr. 
George W. Taylor, conference sec- 
retary and official spokesman, 
now says the conference may re- 
sult in “codification of the best 
present practices” and “trail blaz- 
ing” for the finding of means to 
minimize industrial disputes. 


“Trail blazing” so far has been 
limited to suggestions—not recom- 
mendations — that fact-finding 
commissions might be desirable 
after collective bargaining and 
conciliation fail. Fact-finding, Dr. 
Taylor acknowledged, is the only 
“piece of machinery” so far seri- 
ously considered by the conference 
and the executive committee took 
this subject for its own considera- 
tion. 

The subject, however, is not 
new. It has been used effectively 
under the Railway Labor act for 
many years, The present discus- 
sions have not reached the stage 
where Dr. Taylor could define the 
scope of any proposed fact-finding 
commission. He did not know 
whether the discussions included 
such details as the right of such 
a commission to inquire _ into 
prices and profits, whether both 
sides had to ask for such a com- 
mission, or whether it should be 
@ governmental or private agency. 

Both the Ball-Burton-Hatch and 
the. McMahon bills pending in the 
Senate call for such commissions 
under government auspices. Sen- 
ator McMahon (Dem.), Connecti- 
cut, advocates inquisitorial powers 
for such fact-finding bodies. 

The 16-man executive committee 
took up the fact-finding idea after 
it had been included in a report 
by the public hearings apecial com- 
mittee headed by Dr. Frank Gra- 
ham, president of the University 
of North Carolina and a former 
member of the War Labor Board; 
and after the subcommittee on ex- 
isting contracts had asked wheth- 
er it should not consider the prop- 
osition. The executive committee 
decided the subject was too big 
for a subcommittee and took it 
over. 


Direct Stand May Be Dodged. 


It is possible that even such 
a seemingly innocuous “piece of 
machinery” a- fact-finding will 
not be approved by this confer- 
ence, President Eric Johnston of 
the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, at the executive meet- 
ing Wednesday, proposed that the 
16-man group be continued as & 
“semi-permanent” committee “to 
assist in effectuating the results 
of the conference” and “to con- 
sider the advisability of establish- 
ing machinery to which disput- 
ants could repair voluntarily for 
assistance in disputes.” 

The resolution was not ap- 
proved Wednesday and will come 
up for a vote next week after 
the committee and the whole 
management and labor groups 
have each had a chance to dis- 
cuss it. One question raised in 
the closed executive committee 
meeting was whether or not too 
much empuasis had been placed 
on machinery at national rather 
than local. levels. 

John L. Lewis, head of the 
United Mine Workers, who has 
ge rally opposed “fact-finding” 
commissions as beyond the func- 
tion of government as he sees it, 
said he was prepared to have this 
idea included in the discussions. 

Dr. Taylor revealed that the 
fact-finding plan had been dis- 
cussed this week in the manage- 
ment caucus and that sentiment 
for it was “rather overwhelming.” 

The difficulties in working out 
any specific agreements in the 
work subcommittees were dis- 
closed ‘n the conflicting reports 
proposed by the management and 
labor members of subcommittee 
No. 1 on collective bargaining. 
The reports were confidential 
until the management members 
made public their.proposals, say- 
ing that the two groups in the 
subcommittee had “reached the 
conclusion that certain differences 
of principle cannot be reconciled.”

On the responsibility and good 
faith of the disputants, manage- 
ment said: 

“In. order to provide effective 
measures to carry out the letter 
and spirit of the labor agreement, 
it is recommended that each 
agreement or contract provide for 
appropriate guarantees, such as 
the posting by each party of per- 
formance bonds to guarantee com- 
plete and effective compliance 
with provisions of the agreement 
prohibiting strikes, lockouts or 
boycotts.” 

For future legislation, manage- 
ment advocated: 

“For years, in the public inter- 
est, legislation and governmental 
regulations have controlled the ac- 
tivities and defined the responsi- 
bilities of employers. Likewise in 
the public interest, the activities 
of labor organizations should be 
controlled and their responsibili- 
ties appropriatey defined to as- 
sure equality of status before the 
law. 

“Both employers and labor or- 
ganizations should be _ equally 
amenable to the National Labor 
Relations Act and other laws. 
Equity requires that both parties 
to a labor agreement be equallv 
answerable as entities in judicial 
proceedings for conduct in viola- 
tion of contracts or legal require- 
ments.” 


Stand of Labor Members. 


The labor members of this sub- 
committee did not include these 
ideas in their report but they had 
a recommendation of their own 
not included in the management 
report. It was that union security, 
protected by the collective bar- 
gaining agreement, would 
strengthen the process of col- 
lective bargaining. This apparent- 
ly was a demand for the closed 
shop or continuation of the main- 
tenance-of-membershin provision 
granted by the old WLB. 

The conference method of han- 
dling these irreconcilable differ- 
ences indicates why there will 
probably be only a minimum of 
agreement on important questions. 

The executive committee has 
asked the professional conference 
staff to find the points of agree- 
ment in the two reports and to 
try to draft a combined report 
that will be acceptable to at 
least three fourths of the subcom- 
mittee, which could then report it 
to whole conference for adoption. 
Conference adoption requires at 
least 15 of the 18 labor and 15 of 
the 18 management delegates. 

A laymen’s draft of the points 
of agreements gives only a report 
that collective bargaining should 
be in good faith, that everyone 
should understand the agreement 
and that labor and management 
should discipline anybody that 
violates it.

“We considered that a tremendous 
bargain,” says Berry. 

The clothing issued before the 
trip. had been insignificant in 
amount, but the cold Manchurian 
winds did not induce the Japanese 
to issue more. 

The prisoners lay huddled as 
far back in the bays as pos- 
sible, staccato coughs coming from 
their parched throats. The icy 
wind swept through the ship. 

Once Lt. Col, Johnny Johnson 
said to a Japanese officer who

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Our Ally, Japan 


The spectacle of Japanese troops fighting side 
by side with United States, British and French 
troops in the Far East is one of the most dis- 
gusting and ideologically most dangerous anom- 
alies of the Second World War. To what mis- 
guided policies is it’ due? 

The tacit alliance of the American and Japa- 
nese troops in China, the tacit alliance of the 
Anglo-French and Japanese troops in Indo-China, 
and the tacit alliance of the British and Japa- 
nese troops in Java, are based on the following 
Allied policy which, whether or not it has been 
acknowledged, is being actively pursued: 

The Allies will put down popular uprisings 
against colonial government, by the use of their 
own armed forces and, if necessary, by accept- 
ing Japanese forces as comrades-in-arms. 

The alliance of the American-Kuomintang 
troops with Japanese troops in North China, 
against the Chinese Communists, is based on 
the following foreign policy of the United States 
Sicic Department, which Secretary Byrnes has 
just acknowledged after earlier evasive state- 
ments on the subject: 

The United States Government will keep armed 
forces in North China until it has carried out a 
pledge to the Japanese Government to effectuate 
the surrender of all Japanese troops in China and 
transport them to their homeland. In so do- 
ing, it is willing to accept Japanese troops as 
comrades-in-arms, 

With both these mistaken policies, the United 


States, Britain and France are playing into the 


hands of the Japanese, allowing them to continue 
their long-range policy of fomenting trouble in 
the Far East, and actually permitting them to 
direct, in a large measure, the course of events. 

In the Dutch East Indies and Indo-China, the 
Japanese during their occupation had conducted 
schools in which hatred of the Americans, Brit- 
ish and French was taught. The Mikado’s propa- 
gandists cleverly took the subject peoples’ legiti- 
mate aspiration for independence and turned it 
into a tool of racial and religious venom. Since 
those countries have been liberated, there is am- 
ple evidence that the Japanese have been supply- 
ing arms, and sometimes leaders, to the insurgents 
whose nationalistic fires they had fanned. 

Unbelievable as is the Allied policy which 
thus blindly allows the Japanese soldier after de- 
feat to go on fighting, sometimes alongside our 
own soldiers, but always against our interests, 
the American policy in North China is still less 
believable. 

If the United States Government had agreed 
to a soft policy toward Japanese troops in Chi- 
na as an unavoidable condition of obtaining Ja- 
pan’s surrender, it would have been to some ex- 
tent defensible—at least on the practical if some- 
what dubious ground of military expendiency. 

But the policy was granted to Japan gratis, 
after the surrender, after the United States Gov- 
ernment no longer was under any pressure to 
grant any quid pro quo. It was granted out of 
the softness of our hearts, evidently—or of our 
heads. 

The Japanese have got us where we are likely 
to run into the most trouble, and where our 
trouble is likely to cause the most hatred of us 
in the Orient. They can keep us there as long 
as they like, by making their arms “indispensa- 
ble” to us, or by putting obstacles in the way of 
their being pinned down for surrender. 

In the Far East, the Japanese are being more 
effective, for their own nationalistic purposes, 
even in defeat, than we are being for either our 
nationalistic or our internationalistic purposes, 
even in victory. The only corrective is to scrap 
the outrageous policies that have got us into 
this mess and to adopt some that will further, in- 
stead of frustrate, our interests. 
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Four Names for History 

The elevation of Gen. Eisenhower and Adm. 
Nimitz to the chief Washington posts in their 
respective services is logical and reassuring. 

Eisenhower is not only a great soldier; he is 
also a master of military administration and the 
kind of sweetly reasonable person who can ap- 
peal to Congress in persuasive terms that will 
also serve, without offending tender congres- 
sional pride, as an appeal direct to the people. 
Nimitz has done a masterly job of naval strategy, 
and he seems to possess the eombined imagina- 
tion and articulateness to become No. 1 naval 
planner. 

Of Gen. Marshall and Adm. King, who are re- 
tiring, one can say only that they have the coun- 
try’s deep gratitude. History may or may not 
accept President Truman’s opinion that Marshall 
is “the greatest military man this country ever 
produced—or any other country, for that mat- 
ter.” The factual record must say, however, 
that no soldier before Marshall ever built so 
large and fine and successful an army from such 
small beginnings in so short a time. Nor has 
any other Admiral ever approached King’s navy- 
building. 
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Some of its enemies refer to it as UNRRA the 
Unready. In that event, how about some quick 
work for UNRRA the Unready from Congress 
the Confused? 
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Political Skirmishes in New York 


New York mayoralty elections always start 
an epidemic of predictions about the effect on 
coming events in the national political theater. 
Some of the current ones deserve attention west 
of the Hudson—and the Mississippi. 

Most importantly, in terms of '46 and °48, Jim 
Farley has emerged from his simulated semi- 
retirement as foxy as ever. His stock of smiles, of 
handshakes, of first names, and his system of 
selling them, haven’t changed. And Smiling 
Jim, who is just like a brother to Mayor Bill 
O’Dwyer, wouldn’t mind being Governor at all. 
The governorship in ’46 would give him control 
of the New York delegation to the national con- 
vention in ’48, and a whiphand over a number of 
New York Democrats who shed no. tears when 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Farley found agreement 
on only one score—that the party was not quite 
big enough for both of them. 

' For reasons not unrelated to the importance 
of the governorship as a springboard to presi- 
dential nomination, Mr. Dewey views glassily the 
return of the vote-rich boroughs to Tammany 
control, In a tour of Upper New York State 
that has lasted many days and miles, he has 
mended a number of fences that were in bad 
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repair. His iS RO Paul Lockwood, considers 
further visits to “urban centers” possible this 
winter. 

Whether Jim Farley decides to be front man 
or merely master-mind next year, the contest 
between these two ambitious men is anticipated 
with zest by those to whom politics is a fascinat- 
ing show. But to those few who take the re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship seriously, it is a sad 
commentary on the democratic system that self- 
government for 135,000,000 people has become, 
once again, a race between two well-greased ma- 
chines. Ultimately and inevitably, it has its ef- 
fect on the national course steered in Wash- 
ington. 
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Is Radio American? 

The House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in recent weeks has been hot on the 
trail of a couple of things. One of these, it has 
announced, is a definition of Americanism. The 
other, its policies clearly indicate, is the radio 
industry. 

The committee has now decided, apparently, 
that Americanism can wait, but that radio is a 
matter more urgent. It has introduced a bill 
frontally directed against broadcasters. Will 
the committee entertain the suggestion that the 
cart has here been placed most cumbrously be- 
fore the horse? 

If only it could have been determined, once 
and for all, that freedom of news and of speech 
is a part of Americanism, the committee might 
have found its radio problem suddenly illumi- 
nated. It might have seemed unnecessary, or even 
un-American, to try to compel radio stations to 
make formal announcements differentiating be- 
tween broadcasts of news and opinion. It might 
have seemed oppressively contrary to our insti- 
tutions to try to force radio stations to maintain 
legal agents in many states, so they could be 
prosecuted in foreign states by any person claim- 
ing to be damaged by their broadcasts. 

Both these measures are included in the new 
bill. Both would have a harassing effect on radio 
stations. The second one would subject broad- 
casters to possibly crushing financial burdens in 
defending themselves against irresponsible suits 
in distant places. Any person with a serious 
grievance now may have recourse by filing suit 
in the radio station’s own locality. 

Finally, then, if the committee had only been 
able to establish that free news is American, and 
if it could have proceeded to the next step that 
harrying the purveyors of news is oppressively 
un-American, it might have got on with really 
urgent business such as the dangers of racial in- 
tolerance or the activities of the Ku Klux Klan. 
Or its members might just have taken a vacation. 
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That Sign That Squirts

brilliant advertising, but is it even elementary 
prudence? 

Sales resistance as it stands today may be a 
poor thing, but it is our own, lord.

Now, whether he likes it 
or not, he is apt to have it sprayed all over him, 

And after that, the inch-givers ought to know 
well enough what to expect from the ell-takers. 
There'll be hair-dressing rubbed on their hair, 
soothing medicaments squirted into their eyes, 
cold pills poked down their throats and Dain-Tee 
Ox-Blood painted on their fingernails.

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Mr. Jackson’s Great Speech 


No collection of the world’s great orations 
will henceforth be complete without the master- 
ly opening statement of Justice Robert H. Jack- 
son at the trial in Nuernberg of the 20 Nazi war 
chiefs. Much of the material had been presented 
in the indictment returned last month by the in- 
ternational tribunal, but that was largely in the 
cold and formal language of a legal document. 
Mr. Jackson’s address was warmed by a glow- 
ing eloquence and punctuated by telling phrases 
as he unrolled the horrifying story of world con- 
spiracy and wholesale crime. Step by step, the 
Supreme Court Justice developed the case to 
be proved, by their own words and documents, 
against the warmakers at the bar of justice. 

Here was oratory in the old tradition of pow- 
erful persuasion and close factual analysis. It 
was reminiscent of the Golden Age of American 
eloquence, the days when Webster, Hayne and 
Calhoun dominated the rostrum. It was even 
more reminiscent, if less purple in its passages, 
of the flaming oratory directed by Richard Brins- 
ley Sheridan against Warren Hastings when he 
was charged with crimes against the people of 
India startlingly like some of the crimes against 
humanity of which the present Nazi defendants 
stand accused. 

Sheridan’s speeches were immortalized by 
Macaulay, and stand forth in our literature 
among the classic examples of argument and in- 
vective. When a Macaulay of the future writes 
his work on the trial of the Nazi 20, Jackson’s 
eloquence is sure to be placed on the same high 
level as that of his distinguished predecessor 
of a century and a half ago.

Millions of people 
in all parts of the earth looked upon the 
United States as their chief liberator. By 
our tremendous contribution to victory, we 
had earned and won the moral leadership 
of mankind in the fight for a better world. 


Now—little more than four months after 
V-J day—it must be acknowledged that our 
influence in the shaping of tomorrow is 
critically sagging. 


‘In our opinion, every citizen ought to be 
asking himself with the utmost gravity 
what is the reason for this tragic letdown. 
Why have we suddenly relinquished our 
vigor in pursuit of alms which only a few 
months ago were deemed worthy of the 
sacrifice of our sons? 


Our Pledge to the Needy 


Can it be that peace and democracy and 
decent regard for human life are any less 
desirable than they were at the height of 
our military effort? That is unthinkable. 
Yet we are confronted by a shocking fail- 
ure to carry through some of our simple 
obligations growing out of the war. 


The most glaring example of this dere- 
liction is the failure of Congress to appro- 
priate the funds that it had previously 
pledged for relief of the starving people 
of Europe and Asia. The United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration 
is nearly at the end of its rope, 


Its food shipments to war-devastated 
Europe are being curbed for want of funds, 
For the great democratic power which 
poured out billions to supply the world 
with weapons is quibbling over a rela- 
tively small sum for starving women and 
children, 


Our shameful position is exposed by a 
roll call of the nations in default in their 
obligations to UNRRA. A total of $598,- 
594,000 is due that life-saving agency, and 
of that total the United States owes $550,- 
000,000. In other words, the richest and 
most powerful nation in the world is alone 
in default in any substantial amount. 


Relief System in Peril 


We were expected to lead the world in 
binding up the wounds from battle and in 
salvaging the wrecked lives of people in 
the formerly occupied countries. Instead, 
we are trailing so far behind that the 
whole idea of world-wide relief for the 
victims of war is hanging in the balance. 


Foremost among the causes for this crit- 
ical situation at the moment is the con- 
fusion of rescue operations with freedom 
of the press, 


No one is more interested in promoting 
world-wide freedom of expression than 
ourselves, But when people are suffering 
cruelly from hunger, we can no more ask 


them to embrace freedom of the press in 
return for food than we can buy a change 
in politics or religion by domestic relief 
grants, 


It is an outrageous misconception of 
democratic principles to suppose that they 
can be fostered by this means. Throw up 
freedom of the press as a barrier between 
starving people and the food they crave 
and we shall create everlasting hatred of 
that principle and those who so stupidly 
espouse it. 


It is time for the American people to 
wake up to the fact that we are losing 
the precious advantages purchased with 
the blood of our sons because of petty and 
short-sighted deviation from our course. 


A Drift to Despair 


To suffer a million easualties for the 
sake of peace with freedom, and then 
leave a sick, devastated, hungry and dis- 
organized world to its own misery would 
be nothing short of insane. 

The American people would never delib- 
erately consent to such a profligate defla- 
tion of our victory. Yet we are drifting 
into a situation of disillusionment, despair 
and lack of unity for want of an aggressive 
policy of pulling the world together in re- 
construction and peace, 


That drifting cannot continue without 
disaster. And we do not believe that it 
will continue if the leaders who see the 
dangers ahead let the people know what is 
happening and use all their power to swing 
the nation back onto its true course. 


EISENHOWER PUTS IT BLUNTLY 
From the New York Sun. | 

Gen. Eisenhower has made it very plain 
that yielding too greatly to the natural de- 
sire to withdraw a maximum number of 
men from Europe at a maximum of speed 
can lead to trouble. He admitted that the 
occupation troops have not been indoctri- 
nated for police work as well as they were 
indoctrinated for fighting. There was the 
tacit admission that morale is low, that the 
boys are clamoring to get home and that 
naturally they have a sympatitetic audience 
in this country. He put it thus: 

“The plain and unpalatable fact !s that 
the carrying out of America’s war purposes 
requires for an indefinite period the main- 
tenance of adequate military forces in Eu- 
rope, Responsibility lies with all of us to 
make the men realize this is a tota] duty.” 


The General did not elaborate on how. 


this may be done. He did, however, imply 
that if at home there is unity of determina- 
tion to see the job through; that if the vet- 
erans who are wearied of their stay over- 
seas are replaced by young men who are 
aware that their task is to win the peace 
just as their brothers-in-arms won the bat- 
tles, conditions will Improve. 

Rut, he said, first the country must an- 
swer one basic question: “Are we going to 
turn our backs on the problems of Europe 
to the extent of endangering the peace or 
are we going to see it through to the end?” 
On this, he rightly observed, there can be no 
compromise. 


Italians Need No King, 
Says Noted Anti-F ascist 


‘‘Kaly and the Coming World,” by Den Laigi Stursa, 
(Rey Publishers, New York.) 


“All Latin countries, except Italy, de 
without a King,” says Don Sturzo, and 
adds that both Victor Emmanuel and Um- 
berto “represent that past which must 
perish.” 

The significance of this great priest’s po- 
litical thinking is determined by his unique 
position as former leader of the Popular 
party, second largest party in pre-Fascist 
Italy. Forced to leave the country because 
of repeated Fascist attempts upon his life, 
Don Sturzo carried on his fight from 
France, England and this country. Now, 
after 21 years in exile, he is returning to 
Italy, where his party, now called the Chris- 
tian Democrats, is resuming its important 
role, 
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Sturzo warns his countrymen to avoid 
bloody uprising and outbursts of partisan 
fury and class hatred if the monarchy falls 
and a republic is proclaimed. He foresees 
a long period of economic and social re- 
construction ahead, but realistically ac 
knowledges that “to restore order we shall 
inevitably pass through disorder.” He 
strongly urges that the anti-Fascist parties, 
which were united in the fight against the 
Germans, preserve their unity in planning 
and carrying through without party label 
that far-reaching agrarian reform that has 
been long overdue. 

Less definite is his position’ on the mat- 
ter of regulating industry, except for in- 
sistence on the fundamental premise that 
economic reconstruction in’ Italy must be 
considered in the larger framework of 
world-wide measures, such as an interna- 
tional currency, lowering of tariffs and a 
free-trade policy. 
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In the International field, the author is 
concerned with the policies of balance of 
power and of spheres of influence. “Church- 
ill has clearly stated that he does not in-' 
tend to liquidate the British Empire, and 
in this he is within his right, but with the 
policy of spheres of influence he liquidates 
Europe.” The book advocates a strong in- 
ternational organization as the only alter- 
native to the imperialistic predominance of 
the great powers. 

This book represent a new eontribution 
of Sturzo to the cause of Italian democracy 
and to the better understanding of Italian 
problems abroad. It may be criticized for 
some omissions or some over-emphasis, but, 
as Sumner Welles states in his introduction, 
it represents the beliefs of a great liberal 
Italian patriot and of an enlightened Euro 
pean.

F the President realizes how great is the danger into which he 
is being drawn, he shows no sign of knowing which way to turn 


The ship of state is adrift upon ever more perilous waters and, 
being the captain, he will not avert a disaster by reiterating his good 
intentions or by complaining that the sea is rough, the storms are 


violent, the rocks are many and treacherous. 


The fact of the mat- 


ter is that there is no navigator, there is no helmsman and the cap- 


tain is not setting the course. 


For the trouble is at the White 
House in Washington, and only 
Mr. Truman can cure it. What- 
ever the Uniterl States can do 
about the Soviet Union, the conti- 
nent of Kurope, the conflict in 
China, the disorders of Southern 
Asia, it can do only if the Govern- 
ment in Washington knows how to 
use the influence and power of the 
United States. 

Mr. Truman is not using the 
immense influence and power 
which was entrusted to him when 
he became President of the United 
States. He is dissipating and 
squandering that influence and 
is allowing that power to disin- 
tegrate. 

As the President is now con- 
ducting his administration, there 
is no prospect whatever of his be- 
coming again, as he was four 
months ago, invested as few men 
in history have ever been, with the 
opportunity to shape events be- 
‘cause he was the leader of a 
mighty and _ victorious people 
wanting above all things a decent 
and lasting peace. 


A Radical Change Needed. 


There is no prospect, as the Tru- 
man Administration is organized 
and conducted today, of its recov- 
ering the control of the situation. 
Only a radical change in the inner 
working of the Administration can 
now prevent the situation which 
is not under control from becom- 
ing uncontrolable. 

Mr. Truman’s trouble is that 
neither he nor his chief Cabinet 
officers, who conduct our foreign 
relations, are devoting enough of 
their time, their energy or their 
minds to the great issues. 

They are all very busy men. But 
they are too busy to think seri- 
ously and constructively about the 
great decisions on which hang the 
vital interests of their country and 
the fate of nations. 

If this seems astonishing and 
unlikely, let some energetic re- 
porter collate the facts on these 
two points: 

In the past 90 days, how many 
hours out of each day has the 
President devoted to little 15 min- 
ute interviews and conferences 
with a vast assortment of people? 


Too Few Cabinet Sessions. 


How often and for how long has 
he conferred with his Cabinet, 
how often and for how long have 
Messrs. Byrnes, Vinson, Patterson 
and Forrestal—the key men in 
foreign affairs — conferred with 
him collectively about our rela- 
-tions with Russia, Britain, China, 
Germany and Japan? 

The daily diaries of the Presi- 
dent and his four principal lieu- 
tenants would show objectively 
and conclusively—I have no doubt 
whatever—that each is caught in 
a daily routine of appointments, 
correspondence, telephone calls, 
which prevents any one of them 
from ‘bringing an unhurried and 


fresh mind to bear upon the great 
questions. 

Down below in the departments, 
there are men who manage to 


find some time to think. But at 
the top, while there is a good deal 


of fret and worry, there is really 
no time reserved for the full con- 
sideration of high policy. They 
are all much too busy with every- 
thing but the main things. 

The President alone can cure 
this inner trouble of his Adminis- 
tration, this failure to think out 
the great decisions because indi- 
vidually the top men fritter away 
their best energies, and collec- 
tively they do not really take 
counsel together at all. 


Daily Meetings Are Urged. 


The President can cure it, but 
only by a drastic alteration of his 
own habits of work. The foreign 
relations of the Government can- 
not be conducted by any President 
—and certainly not by one who 
lacks background and experience 
—through spasmodic and hurried 
contact with his departmental 
chiefs separately and individually. 

The cure is obvious. It is to in- 
stitute a regular daily meeting, 
lasting as long as may be neces- 
sary to finish its business, of the 
President and his four chief Cabi- 
net officers concerned with foreign 
affairs, and to decide at that meet- 
ing, and nowhere else, al] military, 
political, and economic questions 
of policy. 

That meeting should be held 
every morning until the present 
developing crisis has been mas- 
tered. It should have priority for 
the President, the Secretaries of 
State, Treasury, War and Navy, 
over all other engagements, There 
is nothing that they have to do, no 
matter who telephones for an ap- 
pointment, which compares in 
urgency and importance with their 
need to take their decisions to- 
gether. 


A Waste of Talents. 


They are able men: it would be 
hard to find available men who in- 
dividually are mare experienced 
or more qualified. But as the Ad- 
ministration is now conducted, 
they are disorganized departmen- 
tal heads and not statesmen, and 
their time and the President’s 
time are, measured by their re- 
sponsibilities, being wasted. 

This is the kind of remedy that 
President Truman, like most of 
his recent predecessors, will find 
reasons, sufficient unto ‘himself, 
for avoiding. It is inconvenient 
to change a regular schedule and 
to reform a habit of work. But in 
the art of government, no other 
remedy is known when a state is 
in danger except for its leaders to 
sit in council until they have dealt 
with the danger. 

Later at least, if the degenera- 
tion of our affairs brings us to 
the crisis which is impending, Mr. 


Truman will wish he had adopted 
it sooner,

Lack of Foresight: A Pearl Harbor 
Symptom 
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INDSIGHT is always so much easier than foresight. By the 
time the congressional committee investigating Pearl Harbor is 
finished, its members will know all about why the disaster of 


Dec. 7, 1941, should never have happened. 


But whether they will 
learned enough to take the steps 
to prevent another Pearl Harbor 
is douBtful. Through the murk of 
political bickering and what seems 
often to be pure malice and mis- 
chief-making, even hindsight 
looks a little cloudy. 

At least one witness has testi- 
fied thus far who is entitled to 
say that he did have foresight. 
Adm. J. O. Richardson, who was 
Chief of Staff of the Pacific Com- 
mand until he was relieved in 
February, 1941, sent warning aft- 
er warning on the danger of our 
position in the Pacific. He got 
nowhere at all, 


Too Few Truths Told 


One fact emerges above all 
others, The American people 
were not told enough of the truth 
in the critical year of 1941. 

Truth-telling was perhaps im- 
possible in 1940. That was a bad 
year; a year when many of our 
politicians, including some of 
those who are now yammering 
most loudly about the blame for 
Pearl Harbor, were shouting that’ 
America was perfectly safe. These 
Republicans were voting against 
any and all moves for prepared- 
ness, including, just before the 
Japs struck »n that fatal day, the 
extension of the draft. 

But in 1941, the American peo- 
ple could have taken a bigger dose 
of the grim truth. We could 
have had a few of the facts about 
the Japs’ intentions without neces- 
sarily disclosisg that we were 
breaking their codes, 


A Weakness of F. D. R. 


It was one of President Roose- 
velt’s great weaknesses. He made 
a fireside talk in the late spring 
of 1941 that contained a very 
high content of easy assurance 
and a very low content of facts 
on the perilous situation § the 
country confronted, 

Papa knew best. That was in- 
herent in his attitude.. He was 
80 preoccupied with the moves in 
the game of war and peace that 
he forgot about the role of pub- 
lic opinion in a democracy. 

Unhappily, at this moment we 
seem, in a lesser way perhaps, to 
be repeating the same mistake. 
The negotiations between Britain 
and the United States aimed at 
creating a workable trade rela- 


have now been going on in Washington 


for several weeks. 

What the public knows about 
these negotiations so far has 
come largely by indirection; by 
inspired stories and by leaks of 
one kind and another. No effort 
has been made to make the pub- 
lic appreciate how big this issue 
really is and how serious will be 
the consequences of failure, 

A long-term loan of three to 
four billions at an interest rate of 
something less than 2 per cent 
has been proposed to Britain. But 
negotiators on both sides of the 
Atlantic gre fearful of what will 
happen hen the proposal is 
thrown into the political arena. 

Very possibly it will touch off 
the kind of political repercussions 
calculated to weaken our friend- 
ship with Britain at a time when 
it most needs strengthening. 

You can write now the kind of 
speeches our resurrected isola- 
tionists will make. On the Brit- 
ish side, both on the extreme Left 
and the extreme Right, are those 
who distrust America’s power and 
her capacity to use that power 
intelligently and reasonably in the 
world. 


Negotiations in Danger. | 


The clamor of these discordant 
voices, echoing back and forth 
across the ocean, can wreck the 
patient work of the negotiators. 
Out of the wreckage will grow 
distrust and resentment. It may 
well mark the start of a trade 
war with blocked currencies, sub- 
sidies and all the economic weap- 
ons developed in the ‘30s. 

If that happens, one reason wil! 
be because the public was never 
made to understand what it was 
all about. It will be because we 
were never given any insight into 
the importance of what was going 
on. 

That is how Pearl Harbors hap- 
pen. The long chain of conse- 
quences goes far back. That is 
the real lesson of Pearl Harbor, 
and it is the lesson which the 
congressional committee is over- 
looking. 

It sometimes seems that, with 
willful childishness, politicians 
such as Senator Owen Brewster 
of Maine are determined to re- 
duce it to cheap political capital. 
On that level, the whole effort 
will be wasted and we shall be 
helping to prepare the way for

Louis punt, Fullback Bob Teik 
raced 33 yards for the third Mar- 
quette touchdown, after which a 
new collegiate rule—happy day!— 
came to the Billikens’ rescue. Two 
consecutive Marquette’ kickoffs 
went of bounds, and because of 
that 1945 regulation the Blue and 
White got the ball on the Hilltop- 
pers’ 40. Chunky Dick Weilmuen- 
ster quickly connected with two 
passes that prevented a shutout 
and gave the.

Tf you were to ask me, “Which 
do you like better? Bird hunting 
or bass fishing?” I'd give you an 
honest answer. If it happened to 
be around mid-June and the first 
good small-mouth of the season 
had just come charging out of a 
swirl to enguif my fly, I'd be 
mighty enthusiastic for bass fish- 
ing. But if it happened to be a 
frosty morning in early November 
and the dogs had just nailed a 
covey in yon fence-row, why I'd 
naturally look on bird hunting 
with a favorable eye. Between 
seasons they’d be equal—and I 
would have to say a kind word 
for the whistle of wings as a 
bunch of green-heads circled the 
blind for the third time and set 
themselves for a landing!

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
Development of a_ jet-propelled 
bomb which could be used aboard 
landing craft and of a twin-fuse- 
lage military fighter with a range 
of 2500 miles was announced by 
two aircraft firms yesterday. 

Northrop Aircraft described its 
flying bomb as a single-jet crea- 
tion with a 30-foot wingspread, 
similar in appearance to a small 
fighter. The-company disclosed 
that it has been making such 
bombs for the Army since the 
summer of 1944. 

Designated the JB1A, it succeeds 
a twin-jet machine which Nor- 
throp built first for the Army, 
patterned after the company’s fly- 
ing wing. 

The announcement said_ the 
manufacturer had no information 
as to how or where the Army used 
the bomb.

WE’VE HAD tragic news this past week. Your 
youngest officer uncle, Cmdr, Fred Hall, was lost 
in a plane accident south of Washington, D. C., 
on the night of Nov. 15. Heading north from 
Jacksonville to Washington in a twin-motored 
ship with six other Navy personnel, they ran 
into fog and a zero ceiling at Anticostia Field, 
their destination. The best bet, since they were 
short of gas, seemed to be to try for the airfield 
at Quantico, down on the Potomac in Virginia. 
Somehow, flying it blind, they missed Quantico 
and a few minutes later their gasoline was gone. 
The pilot gave the order to abandon ship and - 
the passengers donned their chutes and stood by 
to jump. There was no way of knowing in the 
fog that they were over the river and evidently 
quartering downstream, First at the exit door 
was a Wave lieutenant and I can just see Cmdr. 
Fred, with that quizzical grin of his and a twinkle 
in his eye, reassuring her as she looked out into 
the swirling black fog. “Come on, now. Ladies 
first, you know,” she reported he said, and she 
set her teeth and stepped out. Cmdr. Fred went 
next and, following him, the other four. One 
was Lt. Cmdr. Dave Leavitt, who had lived with 
Cmdr. Ralph Hall in Washington for the last 


three years. 


——- 
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TME WAVE landed in the water and a fisher- 
man in a boat nearby heard her and pulled her 
aboard. The last man out ahead of the pilot 
came down close to the far bank and managed 
to make it ashore. But of the others, nothing 
has been heard. Next day the river and marsh- 
land were still fogbound, although late in the 
afternoon the Navy managed to get some planes 
and a blimp aloft for search, The Coast Guard 
took out their boats while Marines from Quan- 
tico searched both shores. They found the ship 
cracked up, down near Indian Head, but so far 
nothing else.

Another Film "Colossal" on Hotel Plan 


6 W EEK-END AT THE WALDORF,’ starring Ginger Rog- 
ers, Lana Turner, Walter Pidgeon and Van Johnson, 
a mighty boxoffice quartet, began a run yesterday at 
LOEW'S Theater. 
The movie was “suggested” by a play by 
Vicki Baum. Miss Baum is the novelist who 
authored “Grand Hotel” of several seasons 
back. “Week-End at the Waldorf” is, you may 
say, a sort of “Grand Hotel,” but with a Man- 
hattan locale. | 
The chief spur in the “Grand Hotel” type 
of movie presentation is curiosity, and right, 
as it is phrased in proverb, of a cat in looking at a king. You 
in the audience are the cats, arid the kings (and queens) are 
the inmates of the hotel. The impresario lifts the curtain—or, 
if you will, the hotel facade—and lets you take a peek, You 
start following the life, caught at a high light, of one of the 
characters. Just at that point when, in a novel, the high light 
would come to an end, yielding to another chapter, the charac- 
ter crosses the path of another character. The two characters 
may not know each other but—again just as in a book, where 
the second character would start off on his own in a new 
chapter—you, in the audience, follow the camera and the sound 
track into the life, caught again at a high light, of the new 
character. Since there are very many characters in “Week-End 
at the Waldorf,” you have a lot of following to do, Robert 
Benchley is the impresario. With a kind of murmurous good 
humor; he steers you skilifully. The characters every now 
and then cross each other’s path, You know the thrill of 
recognition and picking up the strands again. The result 
is a lot of entertainment. 


With Mighty Boxoffice Quartet as Stars 


Ginger plays the part of a reigning movie star who is in 
a Waldorf penthouse on “business.” Business, for her, is a 
succession of events such as presiding over publicity parties, 
posing for full-page spreads in nationally-known magazines, 
etc., that go to make up her formal glamor. But she’s very 
tired of it all, and would give anything to be able to relax 
and order her own evenings, as any stenographer might. . 

Lana plays a stenographer and private secretary, at the 
business disposal of guests in the hotel, who would give any- 
thing not to have to dispose of her evenings in such humdrum 
style as being the date of another wage slave, but would like 
to have her evenings, to the accompaniment of champagne 
bottles popping, flash bulbs bursting, and tongues whispering, 
ordered up, Arabian-nights’ style, in huge sumptuous public 
places with herself the cynosure of all eyes. 

Pidgeon plays a famous war correspondent who, like Gin- 
ger, is very very tired of public places, things and happenings. 
They meet under unusua] circumstances, Ginger thinking him 
a burglar, and proceed to come to life in each other’s presence. 

Johnson, a wounded flier with only a very few chances 
out of 10 to survive an operation, goes to Lana to make out 
his will. If only he wanted to live, his chances out of 10 
would be more. Lana makes him want to live. 

There are too many other human strains and stories in 
the film for space here to enumerate. Sufficient to say, there- 
fore, that crooks, dandies, wistful honeymooners, etc., pass 
before you in éndless“parade—not to mention Xavier Cugat, 
with his charming singer, Lina Romay, and Cugat’s orchestra. 
The atmospheric touches include the morning parade, from 
the hotel’s service entrance, of poodles; the. milking, in an 
Arab bey’s penthouse, of a goat for the bey’s breakfasts, and 
flashes of the hotel's telephone switchboard, looking and 
sounding like a crisscross of bedlam.

When Cotten wrote the letters, he was’ a 

British Army officer off in Italy fighting the 

wars.

T’S the meat next to the bones 

of the turkey, which is in 

shreds by the time it is re- 
moved, that is best for the prepa- 
ration of these turnovers, It is 
important that the filling for the 
turnovers not be too wet or its 
expansion is sure to burst the bis- 
cuit blanket and some of the fine 
flavor will run out on the baking 
sheet and be lost. If the edges 
of the dough are well sealed and 
vents are cut in the top the danger 
is lessened. Care should also be 
taken to cui the dough into neat 
Squares and seal them as soon as 
the filling is put on to obtain trim 
triangles. Serving the piping hot 
triangles with a mushroom sauce 
really turns these turnovers into 
as merry a thought as did the 
first presentation of the bird.’ It’s 
such food translations as these 
that make the purchase of a tur- 
key a bit bigger than is really 
needed for the holiday meal really 
good business from the economic 
as well as the gastronomic point 
of view. 

Turkey Turnovers 

Filling: 2 tablespoons finely 
chopped onion, % cup finely 
chopped celery, 1 tablespoon but- 
ter or rendered turkey fat, 1% cup 
finely cut turkey (including skin), 
% teaspoon salt, 1-3 cup slightly 
thickened grav, or broth. 

Biscuit mix: 1 cup flour, 2 tea- 
spoons bakin, powder, 4% teaspoon 
salt, % teaspoon poultry season- 
ing, 1-3 cup shortening, 1-3 cup 
milk (approximate), 

Saute onfon and celery in but- 
ter for three minutes. Add re- 
maining ingredients in filling and 
mix. Combine biscuit mix ag for 
quick biscuits. Roll out to a 11 
or 12 inch square and cut into 
four parts. Place one-fourth of 
filling in center of each square. 
Moisten the edge of dough and 
fold over. Press edges together.

MY DAY 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


HYDE PARK, Thursday. 


HE more I read of the testi- 

mony which is being given— 

both by word of mouth and in 
writing—on the subject of uni- 
versal military training, the more 
it seems to me that we are not, 
as a nation, looking far enough 
into the future. Even our military 
experts think in terms of the im- 
mediate future. 


As the situation stands today, 
no thoughtful person would want 
to see us give up some kind of 
universal military training. But 
a blanket decision now on what 
will be needed several] years from 
now seems shortsighted. 


First, we are about to try to 
build a united nations organiza- 
tion, one section of which, sup- 
posedly, will have control of world 
security. Unless we go into this 
organization, all of us, whole- 
heartedly and with the intention 
of making it work, we have the 
example of the league of nations 
Setting up machinery 
is never enough. The nations back 
of the machinery must really want 
to see that machinery function. 


Secondly, we are dealing with 
new military weapons that may 
make obsolete a great many of 
the methods by which we at- 
tempted to insure the defense of 
our nation in the past. It is ob- 
vious that for the next few years, 
before these new weapons are ful- 
ly developed and while we have 
men acting as policemen through- 
out the world, it is probably bet- 
ter to continue the present pat- 
tern of universal military training. 

I think it should be possible, 
however, to review this training 
right along. No one doubts the 
value of the fundamental train- 
ing which every boy receives, The 
checking up on physical defects, 
the learning to live together, the 
discipline, the regularity of life 
and good habits of sleeping and 
eating are all of value. 


It may be, however, that in the 
future they will only be part of the 
value which should come from a 
year of training or of service 
given by the citizen in a democ- 
racy to his or her government. 


Men and women have an equal — 


share as citizens for what their 
government stands for at home 
and abroad. It may be that part 
of the training should be focused 
on how to get along with other 
nations, just as we learn to get 
along with our neighbors at home. 
It may be that in addition to basic 
trainiing, those with certain apti- 
tudes should not only be given 
better m chanical training, but 
should perhaps be afforded the op- 
portunity to progress quickly in 
science, in medicine, or even in 
the little understood social] sci- 
ences, , 


Perhaps this year should give to 
every citizen a clearer understand- 
ing of his own government and a 
better ability to see the ultimate 
objectives for which his nation and 
his people strive. Certainly, that 
would make him more valuable as 
a constituent of any one of our 
elected representatives. It would 
alao make it more difficult for us 
to be taken in by people who do 
not change fundamentally, but 
who are slippery as eels in the 
way in which they present their 
points of view to please what they 
feel is the public attitude at any 
particular time.

ERE is a liberal education 
waiting for a child in his own 
home.

Soak bran in egg which has 
been combined with milk, about 
five minutes. Sift together flour, 
sugar, baking powder and salt. 

Add 
soaked bran, stirring only until 
flour is moistened. Drop by spoon- 
ful over peaches. Bake at 400 
degrees about 35 minutes,

West opened the diamond nine; 
the queen was played from 
dummy, and East decided to hold 
up the ace. The trump eight was 
led to the ace, and a low trump 
back to the queen cleared up the 
outstanding trumps. Now dummy’s 
low diamond was led toward the 
jack. East, sensing the situation, 
put up the ace, and then exited 
with a diamond, willing to give 
the declarer a discard that would 
be available to him in any case, 
rather than “break” the club sult 
for the declarer. 

South discarded a club on 
East’s diamond return, but then 
he proceeded to dig a pit for him- 
self. Obviously, at this stage 
there were two plays for the con- 
tract. If the heart ace lay in 
front of dummy’s king-queen, two 
leads from the closed hand would 
hold the defenders to one heart, 
one diamond and one club, If, 
however, the heart ace lay over 
dummy, declared would have to 
find the club king “right,” in 
front of the queen, so that he 
could discard a heart on the club 
queen. 

It was easy to combine these 
chances, but declarer went astray. 
He entered his hand with a trump 
and led a heart to the queen, East 
won and returned the heart jack, 
knocking out the king. East was 
then thrown in with a heart, but 
his club return, ducked by South, 
went to West’s king. 

The correct play, after South 
discarded a club on the diamond 
king, was a club to the ace and a 
club return toward the queen. 
With the king on side this would 
have given South clear sailing; 
but even if East smothered the 
club queen, declarer could still 
try for the heart ace on side, 
reaching his own hand once with 
a high trump and the second time 
via a club ruff, The vital thing 
was to explore both possibilities.
